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PRAIRIE VILLAGE, KANSAS

Shawnee, Osage, and Kansa Indians formerly owned the land now developed into the City of Prairie Village. As settlers and 
pioneers headed west, one family decided to make Prairie Village their home. In 1858, Thomas Porter bought 160 acres of 
farmland. Porter’s children were all raised on this farmland and were engaged in agricultural development and civic affairs. 

It wasn’t just the Porter family who helped to make Prairie Village home. Porter’s sister, Betty Porter, married Thompson A. 
Lewis who owned 80 acres between Mission and Roe. Henry Coppock arrived in Johnson County, in 1857, before heading further 
west to work in freighting and farming. He came back in the mid- 1860s and bought land in 1865. Coppock built his family home 
on 900 acres in Prairie Village. Coppocks’s home stood for 30 years. Now on his land is Homestead County Club. 

The original Prairie School was built in 1882 and a new building was constructed in 1912. This landmark was a community 
treasure until 1990. 

In the 1940s, J.C. Nichols, an experienced developer, wanted to turn the farmland into suburban housing for soldiers returning 
home from the war. Nichols bought the farmland from the Porters, Coppocks, and Lewises. There were hurdles along the way 
including a lack of experienced builders post World War II, but this didn’t stop Nichols from pursuing his goal. After the successful 
development of the Country Club Plaza in Kansas City, Missouri, J. C. Nichols turned toward development of his native Johnson 
County, just a few miles from the Plaza. He had visions of transforming the rolling hills into a well -planned community of beautiful 
homes and neighborhood shopping centers. Construction of Prairie Village started in 1941 and by 1949 Mr. Nichols's dream 
became a reality when the City was named the best planned community in America by the National Association of Home Builders. 
Prairie Village continued to expand as the Prairie Village Shopping Center opened in 1947 and the Corinth Square Shopping Center 
opened in 1955. 

Prairie Village was the home to Robert F. Bennett, who served as Mayor of Prairie Village before going onto the Kansas State 
Senate and eventually becoming the Governor of Kansas in 1975. 

Now, Prairie Village is a bedroom community serving the needs of citizens and families living in the greater Kansas City metro 
area. Prairie Village is completely surrounded by other cities, sharing its eastern border, State Line Road, with Kansas City, 
Missouri. 

In 2005 Prairie Village was named one of the five best suburban cities in the region by the Kansas City Star. In 2006 it was 
named one of the five most efficient cities in the entire region by the Kansas City Star. 

IOWMC member Jeffrey Lipsky, who joined IOWMC in July, 2012, makes Prairie Village, with a population of 21,447, his 
home. Prairie Village had a population of 21,447 in the 2010 census. 

Prairie Village never issued a wooden nickel to commemorate their 50 th anniversary, but several cities in Johnson County have 
issued wooden nickels, including

GREEN CASTLE, INDIANA

Located in west-central Indiana, Putnam County was established in 1822. Its rural midwestern character has been largely 
preserved. Typical of the region, the county's landscape includes vast fields, woodland, flat prairie, rolling hills, and farms of crops 
and livestock. Numerous covered and iron bridges and a half dozen crossroad villages are reminders of the county's agrarian roots. 
About one third of the county's population of 38,000 lives in the county seat, Greencastle, with a downtown anchored by the 1903 
courthouse at the center of an intact commercial square. 

Land that comprises Putnam County was purchased from Delaware, Potawatomi, Miami, and Eel River Indians through the 
treaties of 1809 and 1818. In 1820 the land was surveyed and put up for sale. As the population started to increase steps were taken 
to form a local government. 

Greencastle was founded in 1821 by Scots-Irish American Ephraim Dukes on a land grant. He named the settlement for his 
hometown of Greencastle, Pennsylvania. In December of 1821, the General Assembly approved an act organizing Putnam County. 
Putnam County was named after the General Israel Putnam of the Revolution. 

Greencastle was a village or town operating under authority of the Putnam County commissioners until March 9, 1849, when it 
became a town by special act of the local legislature. Greencastle, Indiana, officially became a city after an election held on July 8 , 
1861. The first mayor of Greencastle was E. R. Kercheval, a member (during his lifetime) of the Freemason Temple Lodge #47. 

The first fair was held in 1837 and became an annual event. Early farmers had one of the first railroads in the state passing 
through the Putnam County in 1852. The first Newspaper was published in 1830 named “The Hoosier”. The “Putnam Republican

Banner” was started in 1852, now known as the “Banner Graphic”. Indiana Asbury University, located in Greencastle, was 
chartered in 1837. It was established under the patronage of the Methodist Episcopal Church so that the church might share in the 
education of future generations. Indiana Asbury University was one of the first institutions in the West to grant equal privileges to 
females. It is now known as DePauw University. 

Putnam County’s continued advancements in both agriculture and industry maintain a balance making this quote from 
Topographical Atlas and Gasetteer of Indiana, and Company Atlas and Gasetteer of Indiana both by George H. Adams in 1871 still 
true today: “...Perhaps, no body of land of equal extent in the State is superior to Putnam County, taking into consideration all its 
advantages of timber, soil, springs of water, quarries of limestone, running streams, and healthy situations.” 

John Herbert Dillinger, Jr. was an American gangster and bank-robber in the Depression-era United States. He was charged, but 
never convicted, with the murder of an East Chicago police officer whom he shot in the knee while fleeing the scene of his heist. 
John Dillinger's largest haul (i.e. bank robbery) was at the Central National Bank in Greencastle, Indiana, one of two banks he 
robbed in Indiana. In Our Past , Their Present: Historical Essays on Putnam County Indiana , John J. Baughman writes, "On 
Monday, October 23, 1933, four armed men entered the Central National Bank of Greencastle and escaped with $74,782.09. The 
Dillinger robbery became one of the major events of Greencastle history." 

Parke County bills itself as the covered bridge capital of the world. Combined with six counties that surround it, there are 5 1 of 
Indiana’s 98 covered bridges in this small area 

For a small but ambitious beginning in the dense forest, Putnam County has grown to its current population of over 30,000 and 
contains 500 square miles of land. 

IOWMC member Darrell Detro, who joined IOWMC in September, 2012, makes Greencastle, the county seat of Putnam 
County, with a population of 10,326, his home. It is located near Interstate 70 between Terre Haute and Indianapolis in the west- 
central portion of the state. 

Several cities in Putnam County have issued official and semi-official wooden nickels over the years, including:

TUPELO, MISSISSIPPI

Tupelo is located in northeast Mississippi. From healthcare to education, tourism to economic development, Tupelo is a diverse 
and progressive city that is moving confidently and energetically into the 21 st Century. 

The modern city of Tupelo stands upon ancient, hallowed ground. When Spanish explorer Hernando De Soto passed through 
this area in 1540, he encountered an established Chickasaw Indian civilization nestled in the wooded hills and valleys. The 
Chickasaws, who had a reputation as fierce fighters, ultimately drove De Soto westward toward his discovery of the Mississippi 
River. 

On May 26, 1736 the Battle of Ackia was fought near the site of the present Tupelo; British and Chickasaw soldiers repelled a 
French and Choctaw attack on the then-Chickasaw village of Ackia. The French, under Louisiana governor Jean Baptiste Le 
Moyne, Sieur de Bienville, had sought to link Louisiana with Acadia and the other northern colonies of New France. In later times, 
after years of trading and encroachment, conflicts increased in the early 19th century with European- American settlers. In 1830 
Congress passed the Indian Removal Act and authorized the relocation of Native Americans west of the Mississippi River, which 
was completed by the end of the 1830s. 

In the early years of settlement, European-Americans named the town Gum Pond, supposedly due to its numerous tupelo trees, 
which are locally known as blackgum. The city still hosts the annual Gumtree Arts Festival. The Southern expression, "possum up 
a gum tree", originated in this area. 

The Civil War also left its mark upon the Tupelo area. The Battle of Tupelo, in mid- 1864, pitted Union troops against 
Confederate cavalry bent on controlling railroad traffic supplying the Union campaign against Atlanta. 

Tupelo is recognized around the world as the birthplace of Elvis Presley. The small, shotgun house where Elvis was born, and 
the adjacent Elvis Presley Museum and memorial chapel, draw nearly 100,000 visitors each year. They are centerpieces of Tupelo’s 
$46 million tourism and hospitality industry. As a one-year-old in Tupelo on April 5, 1936, Presley and his family survived a 
tornado that was ranked as the fourth deadliest in United States history. It took 216 lives. 

A major part of this growing industry is the scenic and historic Natchez Trace Parkway. Tupelo is the headquarters of this 
elongated national park that stretches from Natchez, Mississippi to Nashville, Tennessee. Here, visitors discover the natural beauty 
of Northeast Mississippi and the history of the Chickasaw Indians and the region’s early travelers.

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Incorporated as a city in 1870 and named after the native Tupelo gum tree, Tupelo’s modern history can be traced to the 
convergence of the Mobile & Ohio and the Kansas City, Memphis & Birmingham railroads in 1887. As a rail distribution and 
manufacturing center, Tupelo achieved several firsts, including the first city in the nation to provide its citizens with dependable, 
inexpensive electric power through the Tennessee Valley Authority. 

Tupelo is a manufacturing, retail and distribution center-a model city of 38,000 citizens offering a high quality of life and a 
broad range of attractions for both residents and visitors. 

IOWMC member Tom Wooldridge, who joined IOWMC in March, 2014, makes Tupelo his home. 

Tupelo never issued a wooden nickel, nor have any cities or towns in Lee County. 


TUCSON, ARIZONA

The Spanish name of the city, Tucson [tuk'son], derived from the O'odham Cuk Son , meaning "(at the) base of the black [hill]", 
a reference to an adjacent volcanic mountain. 

Tucson is sometimes referred to as "The Old Pueblo". 

Tucson was probably first visited by Paleo-Indians, known to have been in southern Arizona by about 12,000 years ago. Recent 
archaeological excavations near the Santa Cruz River have located a village site dating from 2100 BC. The floodplain of the Santa 
Cruz River was extensively farmed during the Early Agricultural period, circa 1200 BC to AD 150. These people constructed 
irrigation canals and grew corn, beans, and other crops while gathering wild plants and hunting animals. The Early Ceramic period 
occupation of Tucson saw the first extensive use of pottery vessels for cooking and storage. The groups designated by 
archaeologists as the Hohokam lived in the area from AD 600 to 1450 and are known for their vast irrigation canal systems as well 
as their red-on-brown pottery. 

Jesuit missionary Eusebio Francisco Kino visited the Santa Cruz River valley in 1692, and founded the Mission San Xavier del 
Bac in 1700 about 7 miles upstream from the site of the settlement of Tucson. Hugo O'Conor, the founding father of the city of 
Tucson authorized the construction of a military fort in that location, Presidio San Agustm del Tucson , on August 20, 1775. During 
the Spanish period of the presidio, attacks such as the Second Battle of Tucson were repeatedly mounted by Apaches. Eventually 
the town came to be called "Tucson" and became a part of Mexico after Mexico gained independence from Spain in 1821. Tucson 
was captured by the Mormon Battalion during the Mexican-American War, but later returned to Mexican control. Tucson was not 
included in the Mexican Cession - it was following the Gadsden Purchase in 1853 that Tucson became a part of the United States 
of America, although the American military did not formally take over control of the community until March 1856. In 1857 Tucson 
became a stage station on the San Antonio-San Diego Mail Line and in 1858 became 3rd division headquarters of the Butterfield 
Overland Mail until the line shut down in March 1861. 

From August 1861 to mid- 1862, Tucson was the western capital of the Confederate Arizona Territory, the eastern capital being 
Mesilla. In 1862 the California Column drove the Confederate forces out of Arizona. Tucson and all of what is now Arizona was 
part of New Mexico Territory until 1863, when it became part of the new Arizona Territory. From 1867 to 1877, Tucson was the 
capital of the Arizona Territory. Southern Arizona was legally bought from Mexico in the Gadsden Purchase on June 8, 1854. 
Tucson was incorporated in 1877, making it the oldest incorporated city in Arizona. 

In 1885, the University of Arizona, was founded as a land-grant college on over-grazed ranch land between Tucson and Fort 
Lowell. In 1890, Asians made up 4.2% of the city's population. 

By 1900, 7,531 people lived in the city. The population increased gradually to 13,913 in 1910. At about this time, the U.S. 
Veterans Administration had begun construction on the present Veterans Hospital. Many veterans who had been gassed in World 
War I and were in need of respiratory therapy began coming to Tucson after the war, due to the clean dry air. Over the following 
years the city continued to grow, with the population increasing to 20,292 in 1920 and 36,818 in 1940. 

During the territorial and early statehood periods, Tucson was Arizona's largest city and commercial center, while Phoenix was 
the seat of state government (beginning in 1889) and agriculture. Between 1910 and 1920, Phoenix surpassed Tucson in population, 
and has continued to outpace Tucson in growth. In recent years, both Tucson and Phoenix have experienced some of the highest 
growth rates in the United States. 

Roughly 150 Tucson companies are involved in the design and manufacture of optics and optoelectronics systems, earning Tucson 
the nickname Optics Valley. 

IOWMC member Peter Spooner, who joined IOWMC in April, 2014, makes Tucson, a city of 520,1 16, his home.

• 1975, USA Bicentennial (H.C. Schmal semi-official) 

• 1976, USA Bicentennial (3 Sambo’s and Donna Fisher semi-officials) 
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HUMBOLDT, NEBRASKA 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, November 1973, by Donald J. Thibodeau 

The first wooden nickel in Nebraska was issued in Humboldt in 1938. It is 1-1/2 x 1-15/16. One side reads - Wooden Nickel 50, 
Humboldt, Nebraska, “The bright Spot of the White Spot”. The other side reads “Richardson County Free Fair, Humboldt Fall 
Festival, Sept. 14,15,16,1938”. Humboldt also issued wooden nickels in 1939, 1940, 1947 and 1954. These are round 1-3/4 inches 
across and were printed by the Humboldt Standard in sheets of six and then cut on a printing press with dies. This is why the edges 
are so rough. 

Humboldt, located in the rich, fertile valley of the Nemaha River, was incorporated as a city in 1875; however, several families 
located in the valley as early as 1855. O.J.Tinker came to Humboldt in 1857 and bought a quarter section of land for $200.00. Land 
for the city was donated by Mr. Tinker, providing the business buildings be built around a square with a park in the center. The 
first store on the square was built by Ruel Nims in 1868. 

Edward Tinker, his son, came to Humboldt at the close of the Civil War. He suggested to his father that he name the town 
"Humboldt" because the people in Humboldt, Tennessee were so kind to him during the war. Soon after the town was started, Mr. 
Tinker secured a post office. 

The first fair was held in 1920. Many of the fair events are held in the town square by the Chamber of Commerce. The stock and 
4-H events are held two block east at the Fairgrounds by the Richardson County Agricultural Society. At this time the Agricultural 
Society is planning a new exhibit building which will be air-conditioned and cost about $50,000. 


SHAWNEE CENTENNIAL - 1973

The town of Shawnee, Ohio, built for immediate boom 100 years ago on seven hills of southern Perry County, has had ups and 
downs ever since— there will be a high, point in its history this week when citizens celebrate its centennial Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday (July 6,7, and 8 th ). 

Coal, iron and clay made the people roll in, and kept money circulating on the slopes of Shawnee's Main St. To recite the names 
of Shawnee's seven hills was to link it, pridefully, with ancient Rome— We3sh Hill, Scotch Hill, Upson Hill, Manley Hill, New 
York Hill, New England Hill, and Dewey Hill. The task: of a new family was to find an empty house on any hill. 

During the heyday, the town officials devised a street-lighting system (natural gas) that was hailed as brilliant. 

Shawnee today: Commercial buildings on Main St., more are needed, are distinctive. Most have second-story balconies 
overhanging sidewalks. Their supports are wood brackets, custom-fitted. Local carpenters designed the brackets and installed them. 

The Second St. hill is steep, and paved with brick, proving that brick can be used anywhere. Kids once rode sleds down the hill 
straight into the lobby of the main hotel. 

Then, the opera house stands on the main corner, a monument to a noble dream. The hotel was built by the Knights of Labor. 
When that secret organization, of noble purpose, seeking moral and industrial strength, came into the Hocking Valley from 
Philadelphia, Shawnee was its stronghold. 

The Knights of Labor was the first major attempt to unite all workers in America, and Terence Jo Lowderley, immigrant from 
Ireland, was No. 1 leader. Men 16 or older could join, only bankers, gamblers, lawyers and liquor dealers were barred. 

Self-improvement was to make men equal. So the Shawnee opera house had library and reading rooms. The Knights had five 
stars for a symbol; the password at times would be a special whistle. Night meetings were held in a hilltop woods south of 
Shawnee. An often-stated guidelines "That is the most perfect government in which an injury to one is the concern of all." 
Powderley was in Shawnee, at times, and two local men later succeeded him in the Knights of Labor presidency which was called 
Grand Master Workman, 

Wooden nickels have been issued for this centennial in 1973.

QUIZ ANSWER: THE NUMISMATIC SIGNIFICANCE OF TENINO, WASHINGTON 

Regarding the numismatic significance of Tenino, Washington, Tom DeLorey coyly writes: Of course I know, but will 
leave it for others... 

Pete Smith writes: Tenino, Washington was named for its elevation above sea level, ten-nine-oh. Their Chamber of 
Commerce issued paper scrip in December 1931 and wood flats in 1932. These are considered the first examples of wooden 
money. More can be found in Depression Scrip of the United States by Mitchell and Shafer. 

Del Cushing writes: Tenino was the first town to produce Legal Tender Wooden Money which was issued as he result of 
the closing of the bank. Those with money in the bank were allowed to consign up to 15% of their bank account to the 
Chamber of Commerce in exchange for the wooden money. The first issue was in December, 1931. The favorite story of the 
town's name is that comes from the train engine which ran through the town. Its number was 10-9-0. There are other versions 
of where the name comes from but the train story is what is featured on one of the commemorative wooden money notes. 

Here's what the City of Tenino has to say on its web site: “In 1872 the railroad from the Columbia reached Hodgden’s 
farm and a station was built and named “Tenino”. It was the beginning of a settlement that later grew into the Town of 
Tenino. There is much speculation about the origin of the name, with stories that it was named after a railroad locomotive 
with number 1090 or a survey stake with that designation marked on it. According to the railroad archives, neither of these 
tales is true. There is considerable evidence that the name preceded the railroad and is of Indian origin, meaning 4 a branch in 
the trail’ or ‘meeting place’.”

ENOUGH WOODEN NICKELS TO FLOAT A BATTLESHIP 

Bob Gabriel, President of the International Organization of Wooden Money Collectors (IOWMC) writes: 

I'm a friend of the Honorable Bob Fritsch who enjoys your email newsletter. The attached typifies us wooden nickel collectors. 
Please consider it for a future issue. 

Consider it done. The Associated Press article was originally printed in the Los Angeles Times - July 25, 1993, but it holds up 
well - collector are collectors. At my request Bob forwarded some wooden nickel images for illustration. Thanks. -Editor 

ELKTON, Md.. Walter and Mayme Scott don't buy the old maxim, "Don't take any wooden nickels." In fact, they'll take all the 
wooden nickels they can get. 

The Scotts - she's 60; he's 67 and a retired auto worker - own a small fortune in the bogus currency. Scott estimates that he has 
about 25,000 wooden nickels. They're kept in about 50 loose-leaf binders, each book bulging with 25 to 30 pages of coin-filled 
plastic pockets. There's enough, Scott jokingly guesses, "to float a battleship." 

The Scotts, who live in this small town in northeastern Maryland's Cecil County, found their hobby doing another collector a 
favor. In 1974 a friend asked Scott to deliver the man's special wooden nickel collection to an exhibit in Shippensburg, Pa. Soon 
Scott had his own 273 -piece collection commemorating the county's 300th anniversary. 

Now the Scotts own buckets of wooden nickels issued by chain restaurants including McDonald's, Dairy Queen and Hardee's. 
Some were worth real money, such as the one that reads: "Good for 25 cents with next purchase at any White Coffee Pot Jr.," a 
Baltimore fast-food chain. 

They own handfuls of Canadian spruce dollars - relatively rare oversized wooden nickels made from spruce trees that fetch $5 
and more on the collectors' market. Their riches also include wooden nickels from the now-defunct Sambo's restaurant chain, which 
mulched nickels left over when it went out of business. Collectors have paid up to $18 for those hard-to-find Sambo's nickels. 

The Scotts, who also collect wooden Christmas cards and wooden postcards, say their collection is virtually worthless. But they 
add that a wooden nickel without monetary value printed on it isn't worth, well, let’s say “a wooden nickel”. 

"It has to have a monetary value (printed on it) or it's not a wooden nickel," Scott said. "It's a wooden token." And they know 
their wood coinage. Both Scotts are past presidents of the International Organization of Wooden Money Collectors (IOWMC), 
founded in 1964. Walter was the 18th president in 1982 and Mayme was the 23rd president in 1988. Scott is also in his 10th year as 
editor of the club's official newsletter, Bunyan's Chips. The newsletter is mailed to about 350 of the club's 375 members, Scott said, 
including two in Puerto Rico and a couple of servicemen in Germany. Based on the fluctuating membership, Scott estimates that at 
least 2,000 people in America collect wooden nickels. 

"We (collect), because it's a hobby," said Mayme Scott. "We just like doing it. We like the friendships we make." 

According to the Macmillan Encyclopedic Dictionary of Numismatics, the first wooden money in America was ersatz dollars 
made for the unlucky depositors of the Citizens Bank of Tenino, WA, when the bank failed in the 1930s. Customers were supposed 
to use the wooden money as cash. 

Noting that wood imitations of paper money were made in Austria in 1920, and that Canada and other countries have 
occasionally struck wooden currency, the dictionary defined wood money as still "considered distinctly an American contribution 
to exonumia" - objects that resemble money but are not legal tender. 

Albert Bonesio, 72, of Torrington, Conn., first vice president of the International Organization of Wooden Money Collectors, 
has collected wooden nickels for 30 years. He's also president of a spinoff wooden money club, Dedicated Wooden Money 
Collectors (DWMC). 

A collection's value just depends, Scott said. "What do you want to pay for it? What's it worth to you? That's the bottom line. 
It’s not unlike any other collection, coins included, what’s it worth to you?" 

Since this article is over twenty years old, I asked Bob if he could update us on some of the people mentioned. -Editor 
Bob adds: 

Walter A Scott was born 12/20/1925 and died 4/14/1999 in Elkton, MD. ; Mayme E was born 8/5/1932 and died 3/22/2004 also in 
Elkton, MD. 

Albert Bonesio was also a IOWMC president in 1995-1996. He was born 6/9/1921 and died 1/20/1997 in Torrington, CT. 
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LA MARQUE, TEXAS 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, June 1973, by Ruby Threlkeld 

The discovery of the land on which La Marque was build may be accredited to Cabeza de Vaca, who was the first white man to 
walk over what is now the City of La Marque. In the year 1528, Cabeza de Vaca was shipwrecked off the shores of Galveston 
Island, lived there awhile, and then moved to the mainland. His records of this territory were the first known records to be written 
on this section of the country. 

The Karankawa Indians were the first inhabitants of the area, and probably the first people to ever settle in La Marque. They 
inhabited the area around La Marque until about 1815 when Jean La Fitte forced them out of this part of the county. 

The first Colonists moved to the Mainland in 1821. These families were widely scattered over the land. Sometines they would not 
see their neighbors for weeks at a time. These settlers soon moved to other territories or back to the Island. Then the land on which 
La Marque was later founded, again became vacant. 

In 1838 John D. Moore vas granted one league of land by the Republic of Texas. This league of land constitutes the greater part 
of La Marque, and adjoins a league originally owned by Stephen F. Austin. In 1840 John D. Moore sold his league of land to 
William F. Austin and on the same day Thomas J. Green purchased part of the land from Austin. Nine other families purchased the 
rest of the land, 

In 1854 La Marque had a township of five families. The white families were the inads, the Dunigans and the Bakers. There were 
two black families, the Brittians and the Phillips. The Solomon Parr family came to La Marque from Campbells Bayou later that 
year and was welcomed by the other families. 

In 1860 when the town began its first growth there were few work horses; oxen being the animal used for farm work. Principal 
occupations at that time were farming and cattle driving. In those days cattle dealers gathered their drives and left this area driving 
north to Huntsville, back west to San Antonio, south to Corpus Christi and then followed the Gulf shore line home. Wild cattle 
gathered on these trips were sold in Galveston and Houston. 

The first railroad came through La Marque in 1864. The plat-form station was the back porch of the Read home. For years this 
was the only place people had for a station. During the Civil War Mr. Read's place was known as "BUTTERMILK STATION", 
because the soldiers would stop and were given buttermilk on trips between Galveston and Houston. 

The Southern Pacific came through the Community in 1898 and the Interurban laid rails in 191 1. 

The first church was a small wooden frame building and services were conducted by a Missionary Priest. The building was also 
used as a Parochial school. Later the 1900 storm destroyed this building. After the storm private homes were used for the Mass. 

The first Protestant Church was started by Miss Laura Stewart and Mrs. Julia Munson. The building was constructed on it a plot 
of land now serving as the La Marque Cemetery. The 1900 storm destroyed this building and from then until 1912 people 
worshiped in private homes and the school house. In 1912, J. O. Ross of Houston gave land for a new church location, as the old 
site was used to buy victims of the 1900 storm. The new site was at the place where Paul’s Union Church now stands. A new 
structure was built in 1929. 

La Marque was so called because it meant, “The Mark”, hub of the Mainland. It was a place loved by many and the first post 
office had A.L. Bogatto as the first postmaster, during President Woodrow Wilson's Administration. 

The first school was located on the corner of Cedar Dr. and Hwy. 3. There was an enrollment of 14 white children. The first 
school for blacks was built near the site of Phillips cemetery on Hwy. 3. There were 8 children. The first school was built in 1895 
under the school board's supervision, consisting of F.A.Marchand, Louis Margot Sr., and E. Borgeaud. These men bought lumber 
and with the help of men in the town completed the building. In 1909 there were two teachers. In 1913 another school had to be 
built because the old one had gotten too crowded. In 1929 another school was built and an auditorium added along with a 
basement, 

La Marque has grown to 18,500 population in 1973 with an enrollment of 7,000 in 8 schools. The city is governed by a Home 
Rule Charter adopted for a Council, City Manager and Mayor form of government. Grafton T. Austin was first mayor. 

From a humble beginning in 1867, La Marque has grown and prospered. It is located 4 miles from Texas City, 11 miles from 
Galveston and 35 miles from Houston. The local people still call La Marque a Community and like the peaceful life they enjoy.

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1970 FALMOUTH, MASSACHUSETTS 
First published in Bunyan’s Chips, November 1973, by Gerard Braithwaite 

Having had several inquiries about the 1970 Falmouth, Mass, wooden nickel I decided to do an article for Bunyan's Chips telling 
as much as I know. Sorry to say that is not a great deal. 

Other than its existence the only definite fact I have is that the nickel is blue. There must be more around but I only know of three. 
One is in my own collection and I sent the other two to two of my very good IOWMC friends. 

Oddly enough the nickels were literally "found". In addition to my full time job 
I have several part time jobs. One of them is maintaining an estate. One day in Aug. 1970 while working at the estate I found the 
three nickels just laying in the road. I took a real good look around but never did find anymore. 

Since them I have questioned many people and talked to various groups but have never found anyone who has any knowledge of 
the nickel 0 Seems hard to believe but this just about completes the story. 

My theory is that one of the various groups which abound especially during the summer had the nickel issued and I assume it was 
in 1970 since that is when I found the nickels. 


HUMBOLDT, NEBRASKA 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, November 1973, by Donald J. Thibodeau 


The first wooden nickel in Nebraska was issued in Humboldt in 1938. It is 1-1/2 x 1-15/16. One side reads - Wooden Nickel 50, 
Humboldt, Nebraska, “The bright Spot of the White Spot”. The other side reads “Richardson County Free Fair, Humboldt Fall 
Festival, Sept. 14,15,16,1938”. Humboldt also issued wooden nickels in 1939, 1940, 1947 and 1954. These are round 1-3/4 inches 
across and were printed by the Humboldt Standard in sheets of six and then cut on a printing press with dies. This is why the edges 
are so rough. 

Humboldt, located in the rich, fertile valley of the Nemaha River, was incorporated as a city in 1875; however, several families 
located in the valley as early as 1855. O.J.Tinker came to Humboldt in 1857 and bought a quarter section of land for $200.00. Land 
for the city was donated by Mr. Tinker, providing the business buildings be built around a square with a park in the center. The 
first store on the square was built by Ruel Nims in 1868. 

Edward Tinker, his son, came to Humboldt at the close of the Civil War. He suggested to his father that he name the town 
"Humboldt" because the people in Humboldt, Tennessee were so kind to him during the war. Soon after the town was started, Mr. 
Tinker secured a post office. 

The first fair was held in 1920. Many of the fair events are held in the town square by the Chamber of Commerce. The stock and 
4-H events are held two block east at the Fairgrounds by the Richardson County Agricultural Society. At this tiem the Agricultural 
Society is planning a new exhibit building which will be air-conditioned and cost about $50,000. 


LAS ANIMAS, COLORADO 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, November 1973, by Herman L. Boraker 

The following taken from the Centennial Edition of the Bent County Democrat, June 14, 1973. 

After Fort Lyon was established at its present location a city called Las Animas City sprung up on the south side of the Arkansas 
River just across from Fort Lyon. In Feb. 1869 the site was surveyed and platted and by the next winter had several places of 
business which included four saloons. 

In Feb. 1870 Bent County was organized and by legislative enactment Las Animas City was named the county seat. However, 
when the first general election was held the county seat was moved to Boggsville. Later, in 1873, the Kansas -Pacific Railroad 
Company built a branch road from Kit Carson along the south side of the Arkansas River to a point called West Las Animas. This 
was the beginning of the town which is now known as Las Animas. In early days it was called West Las Animas to distinguish it 
from Las Animas City. In later days after Las Animas City began dying and West Las Animas began to boom Las Animas City 
became known as "Old Town” and the word “West” was dropped from Las Animas. 

Here's how City got its name - There is an interesting story as to how Las Animas and the Picketwire River got their names. 

Las Animas has been called "The City of Lost Souls". It gets its name from the early Spanish settlers. Las Animas in Spanish 
means "The Spirits" and took its name from the river which runs nearby and empties into the Arkansas River. 

The first group of Spanish explorers or settlers at the mouth of the river perished in the winter storms and the name of the river 
was changed from Las Animas to El Purgatorio because these settlers were followers of the Catholic faith and they believed their 
souls were committed to purgatory because they perished without the last rites of the church. 

Later, the French changed the spelling to Purgatoire, as the name now appears on all maps. However, the early American cowboy 
could not accomplish the French pronunciation and soon had the Purgatoire corrupted to Picketwire, the name most commonly 
used today.

SHE KNEW HER WOOD & EC'S - SALLY KIRKA

She was the grand dame of elongated cents (EC’s) and wooden nickels. She was the numismatic ambassador from Connecticut. 
If you’re into EC’s or wooden money, you know who she was - Sally R. Kirka. She ran her operation out of Manchester, CT, and 
produced many exciting elongates and various woods, both flat and round, over a period of about 40 years. She was recognized by 
numismatic organizations from coast to coast, and was well known in the collecting community as the Grand Dame of EC’s. Her 
designs will live on for years and those that are in the hobby currently, or those that will be entering into the hobby, do and will 
seek out her creations to add to their own collections. If you collect wood chances are you have at least one of her woods in your 
collection. A summery obituary is below: 

Sally R. (Grabowski) Kirka, 83, of Manchester, Connecticut passed away June 5, 2002, after a lengthy illness. She was the 
widow of Alphonse J. Kirka. She lived most of her life in Manchester - a hot bed of numismatics. Sally served in the Women's 
Army Corps during World War II. She was an avid coin collector specialized in elongated coins (EC’s) and was the past president 
of The Elongated Coin Society and was one of the original founding members. She was twice President of the International 
Organization of Wooden Money Collectors (IOWMC), and a longtime member of Canadian Association of Wooden Money 
Collectors (CAWMC). She was also active in many local, state and national Numismatic Organizations, including the ANA. She 
was the editor of three coin publications, NENA News, The Wooden Nickel Club Newsletter and The Elongated Collector (TEC) 
newsletter. Sally received numerous national Numismatic Awards during her lifetime. Sally was very creative in arts and crafts, 
specializing in the designing of elongated coins for herself and others.

any collector! Free shipping to U.S. only”. (Editor’s note: The suggested Guide Book price for this 4-wood set is $20.00. The set is 
notable because it was the only US currency that circulated that is redeemable in a foreign denomination.)

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THE WOMELSDORF BICENTENNIAL - 1962 

First published in Runyan’s Chips, January 1974, by John H. Grimes 

In 1962 the borough of Womelsdorf celebrated its 200 th birthday. Geographically, Womelsdorf is situated in the Pennsylvania 
Dutch country of southeastern Pennsylvania, with Reading to the east, Lebanon to the west, and Lancaster to the south. It was 
originally named Middletown, but the name was changed to honor John Womelsdorf, an early settler. This is perhaps an excellent 
time to discuss its history, because 1973 also marks the 250 th anniversary of the settling of the region by 33 families of Palatinate 
Germans, who moved south from the Mohawk and Schoharie Valleys of New York State to the more fertile limestone valleys of 
southeastern Pennsylvania in 1723. They were granted the land by William Penn and founded a settlement and later built a church 
near the present site of Stouchsburg, about two miles west of Womelsdorf in the area about “Tulpehocken Creek”, Leni Lenape 
(Indian) for “Land of the Turtles”. 

Nearly the entire population of approx. 2000 people took part in the bicentennial celebration, with excitement reaching a, 
feverish piton in October of 1962 with a Parade, kangaroo court by night, and a multitude of games and athletic contests between 
men and boys from various streets in the borough. Each street had a team with a colorful name such as the Brooklyn Barons, 
Carbarn Terrors, and the Schmalz Gass. Beards and moustaches were everywhere in evidence and on many occasions the dress 
looked more 1762 than 1962. 

The number of wooden nickels in circulation was 5,000, with approximately 1,000 each of red, green, purple, blue and black. 
Earl Ibach, a borough resident, designed the nickels. The obverse and reverse are the same for all five colors. The coat of arms 
bears four symbols: hands rolling a cigr, a stagecoach, a book divided by the torch of learning and a church. Each of these will be 
discussed respectively the four words that surround the coat of arms, industry, commerce, education and religion. The top of the 
coat of arms bears the motto “Amor Patriae Ducit” (Love of country leads us), perhaps inspired by Abraham Lincoln’s words “I 
always liked a man who was proud of his hometown”. 

The church indicates the piety of the early settlers, who fled the Palatinate because of religious persecution. It also brings to mind 
the old church on the hill (Zion Union Church), since sadly torn down as a fire hazard, which as youngsters we would slide by on 
sleds in the winter. Today Womelsdorf has three churches. 

Education was also important to the Germans, erroneously called the “dumb Dutch” by the English speaking peoples who arrived 
later to observe their prosperous farms. The first schools were German church schools. The Womelsdorf Academy first (1828 - 
1855), and later the Union Academy (1866-1876), served to provide an education for more fortunate students. By 1836 public 
school education had also reached Womelsdorf. Present day students attend classes in the modern Conrad Weiser School System. 

Commerce is well represented by the stagecoach, but perhaps the sturdy Conestoga wagons built by German settlers would have 
been even more indicative of the area. The Old Sunbury Road passed through Womelsdorf, and is still distinctly outlined by a 
short stretch of cobbled alley near the center of town. Previously the road was well travelled by the Indians and known as the 
Tulpehocken Path. The Perks and Dauphin Turnpike, which passed through Womelsdorf, was constructed in 1817. By 1828 traffic 
was being carried on the Union Canal along Tulpehocken Creek, Vi mile north of the borough borderline. It carried traffic for forty 
years, until it was replaced by the Lebanon Valley Railroad, which was constructed mile south of the borough in 1857. In 1854 a 
trolley line was built that linked Womelsdorf to Reading, 13 miles to the east, but it was abandoned before World War II. Today 
U.S. Rt. 422 carries vehicular traffic east- west along the southern end of the Lebanon Valley, and only a decaying railroad station 
and partially intact Union Canal remain as reminders of past transportation history. 

Womelsdorf has always had a diversity of industry despite its small size. The earliest industries were to sustain life, and included 
farming, woodcutting, flour-making, and the manufacture of clothing. The first real industry arrived in 1749, when John Nikall and 
Michael Miller established a forge along Tulpehocken Creek which they called "Eisenhammern. The forge changed hands several 
times and in 1763 was purchased by Baron Henry von Stiegel and renamed 'Charming Forge'. By the 1800's a large hat factory had 
been established by the Ermentrout family and grandfather clocks were being built by George Breneiser. Gunsmiths and a loom- 
weaving operation also flourished at this time. Other successful businesses in the nineteenth century included Lays Tannery, 
Hoake Bros. Carriage Factory, Foder and Yonson Wheelbarrows, Lauer's Drewery, and the Valentine, Fidler, and Hackman Cigar 
factories. The cigar industry, in particular, flourished in the latter part of the nineteenth century, and finally left the scene in 1930 
when the last large factory burned to the ground. My grandfather, Walter H. Crimes, was one of the last small-time cigar 
manafacturers, under the "Uno" label, and as many others, he abandoned the business with the advent of machine manufactured 
cigars. Today small factories still prevail, especially in the textile industry. Local industries include the Valley Forge Flag Co., 
Linden Manufacturing Co., Marco Electric Mfg. Corp., Womelsdorf Yarn Manufacturing Co. Inc., Voguewear Inc., North 
American Refractories Co., and Parr's Nursery.

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Many famous people have visited Womelsdorf or lived nearby. Conrad Weiser, the famous Indian interpreter and peacemaker 
made this home about V* mile to the east. His daughter, Anna, later married the Lutheran patriarch, Henry Melchior Muhlenberg. 
In 1737 John Schoepf wrote an account of his travels across Pennsylvania, and noted the prosperous German inhabitants who lived 
in such a fruitful land. 

For those of you who are endeared to the friendliness, love of life, and spirit of cooperation provided by small-town living, 
perhaps the following sentences best typify a small town as Womelsdorf was described by George Washington in written accounts 
in 1794 (with words slightly modified by the author). The tavern (Selzer's) was friendly and it provided good food and lodging. 
The country looks German and the people speak it... I have been told by aides that the people are ignorant, but they are anything 
but ignorant, and some are wealthy... They live in limestone houses and the families seem tightly knit. I attribute the closeness of 
families to man's authority over his wife and children. 


SHAWNEE CENTENNIAL - 1973 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, December 1973, by Clara Migley 

The town of Shawnee, Ohio, built for immediate boom 100 years ago on seven hills of southern Perry County, has had ups and 
downs ever since— there will be a high, point in its history this week when citizens celebrate its centennial Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday (July 6,7, and 8 th ). 

Coal, iron and clay made the people roll in, and kept money circulating on the slopes of Shawnee's Main St. To recite the names 
of Shawnee's seven hills was to link it, pridefully, with ancient Rome— We3sh Hill, Scotch Hill, Upson Hill, Manley Hill, New 
York Hill, New England Hill, and Dewey Hill. The task: of a new family was to find an empty house on any hill. 

During the heyday, the town officials devised a street-lighting system (natural gas) that was hailed as brilliant. 

Shawnee today: Commercial buildings on Main St., more are needed, are distinctive. Most have second-story balconies 
overhanging sidewalks. Their supports are wood brackets, custom-fitted. Local carpenters designed the brackets and installed them. 

The Second St. hill is steep, and paved with brick, proving that brick can be used anywhere. Kids once rode sleds down the hill 
straight into the lobby of the main hotel. 

Then, the opera house stands on the main corner, a monument to a noble dream. The hotel was built by the Knights of Labor. 
When that secret organization, of noble purpose, seeking moral and industrial strength, came into the Hocking Valley from 
Philadelphia, Shawnee was its stronghold. 

The Knights of Labor was the first major attempt to unite all workers in America, and Terence Jo Lowderley, immigrant from 
Ireland, was No. 1 leader. Men 16 or older could join, only bankers, gamblers, lawyers and liquor dealers were barred. 

Self-improvement was to make men equal. So the Shawnee opera house had library and reading rooms. The Knights had five 
stars for a symbol; the password at times would be a special whistle. Night meetings were held in a hilltop woods south of 
Shawnee. An often-stated guidelines "That is the most perfect government in which an injury to one is the concern of all." 
Powderley was in Shawnee, at times, and two local men later succeeded him in the Knights of Labor presidency which was called 
Grand Master Workman, 

Wooden nickels have been issued for this centennial in 1973. 


STRUTHERS, OHIO - 1948 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, January 1974 by Wendell Morningstar 


This issue has been unlisted over the years until recently. When I heard of it I drove to the little suburb of Youngstown, Ohio. 
The first stop was made at a jewelry store. Upon stating my reason for going there, a young man became very talkative. However, 
the mother of the gentleman refused to give any information surrounding these wooden nickels. It was in May 1972 when we were 
there. 

After talking with the jeweler a while, he suggested I go to the local bowling alley and look up Joe O'Brien, which I did. Tony 
was with us and was very delighted when we learned Mr. O'Brien wouldn't be back for at least an hour. Because of this wait, Tony 
became very interested in bowling. 

I became acquainted with Joseph H. O'Brien, whose name appears on the reverse of the wooden issue. When I told Mr. O'Brien 
my purpose in being there he became very disgusted with himself because he did not own a single piece of this wood. He had been 
the General Chairman of the event and after the celebration was over and in his absence the headquarters was deserted and destined 
to be torn down. Mr. O'Brien appeared on the scene after the building was pushed to the ground by a huge bulldozer, all on top of 
the surplus wooden nickels. 

Not many complete sets of these are in the hands of collectors, According to my records there are only four full sets owned by 
collectors. The set consists of a 50 piece depicting a fort, 100 piece showing a winter scene of the frontier home and the 250 piece 
showing Indians pointing out to the frontiers -men.

WORKED 31 YEARS FOR FALMOUTH HOSPITAL 

Gerard J. “Gerry” Braithwaite, age 78, a longtime resident of Falmouth, died on January 24, 2015, at Royal Nursing 
Center. 

He was born in New Bedford in 1936 and was the beloved husband of Barbara (Lavimoniere) Braithwaite to whom he 
was married for 52 years. His parents were John J. and Cecilia (Lewis) Braithwaite. 

Gerry was a graduate of St. Mary’s Grammar School and Vocational High School in New Bedford. He took many courses 
while serving in the US Air Force and also during the five years he worked at the New Bedford Institution for Savings. He 
had an Associate’s Degree in Art from Cape Cod Community College and an Associate’s Degree in Science from Regents 
(now Excelsior College) in New York. 

While in the Air Force, he was trained as a radio operator and was a shift supervisor while on a two-year tour of duty in 
Newfoundland. Later he was assigned to Shaw Air Force Base in South Carolina where he was in charge of the Alert Recall 
Plan which was a means of contacting several hundred off-base personnel. The plan was successfully implemented during 
the Lebanon and Formosa crises. 

After the Air Force, Gerry was acting branch manager when he left the New Bedford Institution for Savings to work for 
the New England Telephone Company in New Bedford. In 1968, he left after the company had been on strike for over four 
months and he and his family moved to Falmouth. He worked on an estate in Quissett for over a year before starting in the 
maintenance department at Falmouth Hospital in April of 1970. 

In 1974, at the request of the Hospital, he was instrumental in organizing an in-house union (Falmouth Hospital Service 
Department Group) and he served as head/assistant head of the Union until he became Director of Housekeeping in 1986. 
After two years in that position, he worked in the Hospital Environmental Services working primarily at the Sandwich 
Medical Center and the Falmouth VNA/Child Care. At semi-retirement in 1997, he continued doing carpentry, painting and 
related work at the VNA/ Child Care until retirement in January of 2001 after 31 years of hospital employment. 

A lifetime Red Sox fan, Gerry had many hobbies and loved to play the piano, whistle and sing and especially loved being 
outdoors. He was a blood donor 139 times, dating from his Air Force days. At various times over the years, he had letters and 
occasional articles published in the local newspaper. 

In addition to his wife Barbara, he is survived by two sons: David and his wife Rebecca Southard and grandchildren 
Aidan and Laura of Milton, MA and Eric and his wife Susan and grandsons Michael and William of Newport Beach, CA. 
Other survivors are his brother John of Marshfield, MA as well as many cousins, nieces and nephews. 

Visiting hours will be held from 9:30-11:30 a.m. on Thursday, Jan. 29, at the Chapman, Cole & Gleason Funeral Home, 475 
Main St., FALMOUTH CENTER, followed by a funeral home service at 11:30 a.m. Burial will take place at 12:45 p.m. at 
the Massachusetts National Cemetery in Bourne.

QUIZ ANSWER: THE NUMISMATIC SIGNIFICANCE OF TENINO. WASHINGTON 


Regarding the numismatic significance of Tenino, Washington, Tom DeLorey coyly writes: Of course I know, but will 
leave it for others... 

Pete Smith writes: Tenino, Washington was named for its elevation above sea level, ten-nine-oh. Their Chamber of 
Commerce issued paper scrip in December 1931 and wood flats in 1932. These are considered the first examples of wooden 
money. More can be found in Depression Scrip of the United States by Mitchell and Shafer. 

Del Cushing writes: Tenino was the first town to produce Legal Tender Wooden Money which was issued as he result of 
the closing of the bank. Those with money in the bank were allowed to consign up to 15% of their bank account to the 
Chamber of Commerce in exchange for the wooden money. The first issue was in December, 1931. The favorite story of the 
town's name is that comes from the train engine which ran through the town. Its number was 10-9-0. There are other versions 
of where the name comes from but the train story is what is featured on one of the commemorative wooden money notes. 

Here's what the City of Tenino has to say on its web site: “In 1872 the railroad from the Columbia reached Hodgden’s 
farm and a station was built and named “Tenino”. It was the beginning of a settlement that later grew into the Town of 
Tenino. There is much speculation about the origin of the name, with stories that it was named after a railroad locomotive 
with number 1090 or a survey stake with that designation marked on it. According to the railroad archives, neither of these 
tales is true. There is considerable evidence that the name preceded the railroad and is of Indian origin, meaning 4 a branch in 
the trail’ or ‘meeting place’.”

So many people ask "Why do you collect wooden money, Curly?". The answer is simple. I enjoy it! 

The second question invariably is "Why do you enjoy wooden money?". That again is easy to answer. The main reason is 
that I started collecting wooden money the very week it first appeared in Tenino, Washington. I was working for the 
Tidewater Oil Co. at that time, and in traveling over the 12 Western states I had always been on the lookout for unusual 
money. In Seattle, a Mr. Bert Wagner told me that Tenino, Washington, had just issued some emergency money, due to the 
bank closure in that town. He said it just came out a couple of days ago and that it could be bought at face value at the 
Chamber of Commerce. On my way south to San Francisco the next day I stopped in Tenino and bought S20.00 worth, so I 
would have duplicates to pass on to other people. From then on every time I went north I always pulled into Tenino, visited 
with three wonderfully interesting people who developed and printed the wooden money on the little press owned by Don 
Major. I met, visited and enjoyed knowing the three signers of the Tenino Wooden Money - Mr. Don Major, Dr, F, W. 
Wichman and A. H. Meyer. Wherever I went in the 12 Western states, I kept asking about, and collecting anything in 
wooden money. 

Another of the many reasons why I collect and enjoy wooden money is the friendships one can build up over the years 
with other collectors. The real highlight of these friendships was the privilege of knowing and traveling with one of the 
grandest people I ever knew, Paul Weiger. Paul was, as he often said “a real wooden money nut”. Every time I made an out 
of state trip I always called Paul and told him where I was going. I didn't even have to ask him if he wanted to go; he beat 
me to it, and immediately asked if he could go with me. We traveled into Northwest many times. I even made one 28 state 
trip for Tidewater and, you guessed it, Paul went with me. While I made my calls for the company, Paul would visit every 
coin shop and collector he heard about. We traveled together for over 15 years. You get to really know a person in that time, 
and Paul was undoubtedly one of the best versed wooden money collectors that ever lived. I miss Paul very much since his 
recent demise, but no one can take away the happy memories of those 15 years with Paul Weiger. 

I could go on and on with other reasons for liking wooden money, but isn't that enough? I guess the best overall reason 
would be that I lived with it from the first issue in Tenino, Washington, right down to today. Happy collecting, you wood- 
nuts! 


COCONUT GROVE, FLORIDA 1873-1973 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, May 1974 by N.R. Mack 

Coconut Grove was settled in 1865 with the first post office opening on January 6, 1873. Dr. Horace P. Porter was post- 
master, serving until 1874 when the post office was closed due to his leaving the area. 

Charles and Isabella Peacock opened the Bayview House in 1883 giving the South Florida Mainland its first hotel. The 
Hotel was later known as the Peacock Inn and many educated and influential tourists from the north flocked to the inn to 
spend the winter season. Many of these visitors soon made their permanent homes in Coconut Grove, and along with the Pea- 
cocks and the few earlier pioneers, who years before had come from the Bahamas, were able to give the bay its first real 
community. 

The post office was reopened in 1884 and operated until 1925 when the city of Miami annexed Coconut Grove. The 
spelling of "Cocoanut Grove" was changed to Coconut Grove in 1919 when the city was incorporated. 

In 1891 the population was over one hundred. This was four years before the railroad came to the bay and Miami was born. 
At this time besides the Peacock Inn and several stores there was also a school, church, yacht club and women's club. The 
Peacock Inn was the gathering place for the entire bay area and the first stop for visiting dignitaries. 

The first Black community on the bay also began here and was made up almost exclusively of Bahamians who came to 
work at the inn. They brought their native fruit trees with them and thus introduced to South Florida the likes of the Mango, 
Avocado, Sapodilla and Kumquat. The first black school, church and library in the Miami area began in Coconut Grove. 

Coconut Grove was not only the first community on Biscayne Bay, but the most significant. It pre-dated Miami by many 
years and in its one hundred year history there was only a six year period (1919-1925) when it was actually an incorporated 
town. It was annexed by Miami in 1925 with several other areas but only Coconut Grove survived with its identity intact and 
remains today as a "Village within a City". 

Coconut Grove represents Miami's earliest history and the place where civilizing of the South Florida Wilderness began. 

The one hundredth anniversary of the founding of the post office was used for the centennial. The event was celebrated 
with a parade, picnic, bicycle races, bus and boat tours. 

There were 2500 wooden nickels made for the centennial. These were given out by the merchants as change and accepted 
as cash. Wording: Obv.: “COCONUT GROVE CENTENNIAL 1873 1973” Rev.: Indian or Buffalo Color: Black. Also there 
were 50 sterling silver medals struck and two in gold. 
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NEW FREEDOM, PENNSYLVANIA 1873-1973 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, June 1974 by N.R. Mack 

The town of New Freedom is located between York, Pa. and Baltimore, PA., in the southern part of York County. It is 12 
miles from the Susquehanna Expressway, about 18 miles from York and 35 miles from Baltimore. 

New Freedom was first settled by Conrad and Maria Free, Peter Free, one of their 8 children, settled in New Freedom in 
1823 and raised a family of 13 children, 3 of which became New Freedom's first doctors. The town was incorporated in 
1873, 

New Freedom has grown from a humble beginning to a modern, up-to-date community. In the 1960 census the population 
was 1300 and included 1328 acres of land. It has a Mayor and Town Council type of government and an excellent volunteer 
Fire Dept. The main industry, American Insulator, was established in 1916. The Charles G. Summers Jr. Canning Factory is 
one of the largest in the state. The most modern industry, Williamson Veneer built a new plant in 1963. Also located in New 
Freedom is Summit Grove Camp Ground and every summer thousands of people journey to Summit Grove for camping and 
religious instruction. 

The Centennial celebration was held Aug. 11-18, 1973. There were special activities each day. The big day, Aug. 18, there 
was a beard judging contest, parade, chicken barbeque and special closing ceremonies in the evening. 

During the Centennial there were 21 round and 4 flat types of wooden money issued.

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CANADIAN BROOM STOCK WOODEN NICKELS 
Furnished by: Norm Belston, CAWMC

The following was first published in Canadian Coin News, November 8, 1976, under my by-line - “CANADIAN WOOD 
CHIPS. KITCHENER PLANT MAKES WOODS”. 

The first day of Autumn was welcomed in by a visit to Master Craft Wood Turnings Ltd, of Kitchener, Ont., the home of 
the BROOM STOCK five-cent wooden tokens and souvenirs. 

Our party consisted of John Curtis of Willowdale, Ont., Richard Todd of Canadian Coin News and his trusty camera and 
yours truly. 

We were welcomed by Bob Thiesen, president of Master Craft, and conducted on a tour through the plant. Mr. Thiessen 
very obligingly answered our many questions. 

Master Craft is a manufacturer of cabinet and drawer knobs and other specialty items for many of the larger furniture 
makers and also for the retail trade. The broom stock tokens are a small but interesting sideline. 

FIRST ISSUES 


The first issues were for Kitchener and Gananoque in 1954. Since then there have been over 40 other commemorative and 
souvenir issues, mainly for cities and towns in Ontario. 

There are five or six operations performed in the production of so-called broom stock, which is actually one inch diameter 
maple doweling and comes in four foot lengths. 

These lengths are hand fed and cut (one cut per token) on a small circular bench saw which is fitted with a jig for %” 
thickness. 

Approximately 1,000 blanks are produced per hour. These blanks are then put in a wooden tumbler for a few minutes to 
take off any rough edges. After this tumbling they are ready for stamping. 

Two steel dies are required, which are inserted into a vertical stamping machine. The obverse die is in the upper part and 
the reverse die is fastened on the flat or table of the machine. 

BY HAND 


One wooden blank at a time is placed by hand on the bottom die and an electrical switch activates the upper die, which 
comes down with a pre-set pressure to incuse the designs into the wooden blank - both sides done in one operation. 
Approximately 1,000 per hour are produced this way 

The complete pieces are then ready to be issued, either in a natural or varnished state. If the customer wishes them 
varnished, there is one more operation. The wooden tokens are placed in a steel tumbler, approximately 24 inches in diameter 
and 3 feet long. Depending on the number of tokens to be done, a small amount of varnish is also put in and the lid closed. 

They are then spun and tumbled until most of the varnish is absorbed into the wood and, therefore, little drying is 
required. 

Another method of varnishing involves spreading the tokens on a silk screen and giving them a very light spraying. 

Counting of the tokens is done individually or, if large quantities are issued, they are weighed. Quantities produced have 
varied from 5,000 for the Dunnville issues to the largest recorded number of 305,198 for London, Ont. Most issues, however, 
average around 50,000. 

The cost of one set of steel dies is approximately $300. These can be reused and will produce about one million pieces 
without being re-sharpened. 


LOVELY LADY 


On our visit we were fortunate to witness most of the above operations and also have the privilege of meeting a very 
lovely lady. Mrs. M. Neu worked on the first issues done at Master Craft. She most obligingly answered our many questions. 

Mrs. Neu is now retired but does come in part-time and was working on a re-issue of 20,000 pieces of the Gananoque, 
Canadian Gateway to the Thousand Islands wooden nickels which wer first issued in 1954. They were still using the original 
dies and, yes, we did receive a few samples of these. 

In addition to the broom stock tokens, Master Craft has also produced the larger 1 Vi” wooden quarters for the Elmira 
Maple Syrup Festivals of 1967 to 1975.

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The largest piece produced by the firm was a PA” jumbo size dollar issued in 1967 for Canada’s Centennial by a group of 
Kitchener citizens. This issue featured the Centennial symbol on the obverse and a large dollar sign on the reverse. No 
mention was made of the issuing city. (These also used for the Special Cornwall issue). 

I would like to express our thanks to Bob Thiessen for a very informative and most interesting visit.

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BOB, TED GAVE MUCH TO HOBBY OF NUMISMATICS

The harsh cruelty of our hobby is that time and age do come into the lives and happenings of organized numismatics and 
take away those who serve. 

Within the past month, Ted Garber of Stockton, Calif., and Bob Brown of Highspire, Pa., passed away. Each gave to our 
hobby, maybe not enough to be in the esteemed Numismatic Hall of Fame but more than enough to sustain and to serve this 
hobby of kings and king of hobbies. 

One of my last recollections of ‘Ted’ was him walking into the meeting of the Delta (Stockton, Calif.) Coin Club, with his 
cane, carrying a case too, and setting down at the corresponding secretary seat, prepared to do business and ready, all in a 
quiet demeanor and without any fanfare. He was there to do the job and to share the hobby. Ted had a passion for tokens, and 
if I remember correctly, coal mining towns. 

Bob was legendary as a lignadenarist, a wooden money hobbyist, and every few months would be a submission for the 
Western Wooden Money Club’s West Wood about a newly discovered Dairy Queen wooden nickel. Bob amassed a huge 
collection of woods and was a ready promoter for the wooden money hobby, traveling even to Royal Canadian Numismatic 
Association conventions. 

Ted and Bob were not nationally known nor did they travel the American Numismatic Association circuit of events. 
Neither ever publicized themselves, not did they seek any notoriety. Rather, they - as countless others, now and before - 
toiled for our hobby at its grassroots, far from the halls and assemblages of nationally organized numismatics. 

Ted and Bob, unknown to each other, celebrated our hobby, and one of its specialties, and shared that enjoyment. 

In the rush of contemporary times and the speed of the Internet, we easily forget or overlook those who make this hobby 
happen and share this hobby with anyone. Ted and Bob were in that group, and they are emulated by countless others, quietly 
and away from the prestige and power of mega national numismatic gatherings. 

Nelson Mandela, the towering African leader, once remarked: “What counts in life is not the mere fact that we have lived. 
It is what difference we have made to the lives of others that will determine the significance of the life we lead.” 

Ted and Bob certainly achieved that measure. RIP.

The D.C. Council allotted $135,000 for the purchase of food through the program, aiming to increase access to produce 
for those who may struggle to find money in their budgets for fresh fruit and vegetables. Recipients of Supplemental Security 
Income; Temporary Assistance for Needy Families; federal food assistance by way of SNAP, formerly known as food 
stamps; Medicaid; or WIC nutrition support for women, infants and children are eligible for Produce Plus.

This is a reprint of Mr. Merrill's "Auction Perspectives" column that appeared in the Feb. 8 , 2000 , issue. 

I can't begin to tell you how many times it happens. Once a week, a day, an hour? What I'm writing about are the collections that 
are sold for a fraction of their value. No matter what anyone says, there is absolutely no substitute for knowledge in numismatics. 

Consider for a moment an experience I had only last fall. Collector R was like so many numismatists. He enjoyed and studied 
his hobby, but his family had absolutely no involvement with his collection. 

Over the years, R had consigned to us three or four times. I had met his wife and upon more than one occasion R had mentioned 
in my presence that if anything ever happened to him for her to call me. Since all of us, even someone at such an advanced state of 
preservation as myself, think we'll live forever, I was surprised when a telephone call last fall resulted in Mrs. R informing me that 
R had died of a heart attack the prior month. 

Now, I'm not going to be so coarse as to say something like, "Sorry to hear that; got any coins to sell?" Instead, what I did do 
was express my condolences and leave it at that. What else can one say at a time like that? There is absolutely nothing that I could 
do that would make Mrs. R feel better. 

Some 30 days went by and I received another call from Mrs. R. She inquired about the auction process and indicated that at 
some point she might like to sell the collection and that neither she nor her son had any interest in the coins. 

We talked for a while and — this is important — she specifically told me that she was in no hurry to sell because there were so 
many things that had to be settled. She asked if I would call her in about three weeks. Twenty days later, we were on the phone again. After 
the initial howdys, a story that I've heard all too often startedto unfold. 

Son Dufus (not his real name; just an appropriate adjective) needed money to restore his 1960s muscle cars. What do you think 
happened? (a) he consigned to one of our competitors; (b) he decided to pay 18 percent interest and charge it on his handy plastic; 
(c) he robbed George W's presidential campaign war chest, or (d) he sold the collection outright for all of $15,000 in green 
money. 

Choice "d" is the correct response, as in it's a done deal. OK, add these values as we go along — a full set of all the Barber coins 
(except the '94-S dime) in VF to UNC; a like set of Walkers; a pair of 12-piece gold type sets, a complete set of $2.50 Indians 

Shall I continue? Well, let's see. There was also a partial Morgan set with about 85 pieces, some proof type coins and a 
few silver commemoratives. If you haven't passed $15,000 by now, please return to Mrs. Brooks fourth grade arithmetic class 
and place the dunce cap on your noggin, because all of this happened in 1999, not 1949. 

Shocked, dismayed, angry, you name it; I was. After my initial reaction subsided, a vengeful thought came to me 
momentarily — to tell Mrs. R what her impulsive son had done. But you know what? All I would do is make her sad and add to 
her tragedy. Rather than make me feel good by making her feel bad, I just mumbled something really intelligent like, "Oh, um, 
OK." 

Since the collection was now gone for pennies on the dollar, I asked to speak to son Dufus whose language and attitude did not 
disappoint my expectations. Dufus managed to get the collection as far as the closest listing in the yellow pages, which was the 
equivalent of the Ajax Pawn and Fish Emporium. 

Oh, the temptation to chastise Dufus was great, but this was the end of the '90s and I needed to get in touch with my sensitivity 
and feminine side before the decade terminated. And so, with a false smile in my voice, I listened to Dufus tell me where R's 
collection had gone. 

Muscle Head now had $15,000 to work on his muscle cars and I was about to call the new owner of the collection. Three 
minutes later I was in contact with Ajax & Co. I explained my interest and was interrupted by a cackling laugh. Ajax then 
proceeded to tell me how he had "stolen" the collection, had disbursed it in a week and had made himself $50,000.

So many people ask "Why do you collect wooden money, Curly?" The answer is simple. I enjoy it! 

The second question invariably is "Why do you enjoy wooden money?" That again is easy to answer. The main reason is 
that I started collecting wooden money the very week it first appeared in Tenino, Washington. I was working for the 
Tidewater Oil Co. at that time, and in traveling over the 12 Western states I had always been on the lookout for unusual 
money. In Seattle, a Mr. Bert Wagner told me that Tenino, Washington, had just issued some emergency money, due to the 
bank closure in that town. He said it just came out a couple of days ago and that it could be bought at face value at the 
Chamber of Commerce. On my way south to San Francisco the next day I stopped in Tenino and bought S20.00 worth, so I 
would have duplicates to pass on to other people. From then on every time I went north I always pulled into Tenino, visited 
with three wonderfully interesting people who developed and printed the wooden money on the little press owned by Don 
Major. I met, visited and enjoyed knowing the three signers of the Tenino Wooden Money - Mr. Don Major, Dr, F, W. 
Wichman and A. H. Meyer. Wherever I went in the 12 Western states, I kept asking about, and collecting anything in 
wooden money. 

Another of the many reasons why I collect and enjoy wooden money is the friendships one can build up over the years 
with other collectors. The real highlight of these friendships was the privilege of knowing and traveling with one of the 
grandest people I ever knew, Paul Weiger. Paul was, as he often said “a real wooden money nut". Every time I made an out 
of state trip I always called Paul and told him where I was going. I didn't even have to ask him if he wanted to go; he beat me 
to it, and immediately asked if he could go with me. We traveled into Northwest many times. I even made one 28 state trip 
for Tidewater and, you guessed it, Paul went with me. While I made my calls for the company, Paul would visit every coin 
shop and collector he heard about. We traveled together for over 15 years. You get to really know a person in that time, and 
Paul was undoubtedly one of the best versed wooden money collectors that ever lived. I miss Paul very much since his recent 
demise, but no one can take away the happy memories of those 15 years with Paul Weiger. 

I could go on and on with other reasons for liking wooden money, but isn't that enough? I guess the best overall reason 
would be that I lived with it from the first issue in Tenino, Washington, right down to today. Happy collecting, you wood- 
nuts! 


Editor’s note: “Curly”, as Ralph was known to his friends, co-authored the book “Standard Catalog of Depression Scrip of 
the United States, the 1930’s, Including Canada and Mexico” with Neil Shafer in December, 1984. The book lists many 
wooden nickels from the 1930’s, including a 250 Farmer’s Trade Note from Issaquah, Washington dated June, 1932. It is 
believed that they were never issued because they were not signed. According to stories, a number of these appeared at a flea 
market many years ago, never to be seen again. Where Curly ever obtained the one pictured in his book is not known. Since 
Neil handled Curly’s wooden nickels that were in the estate, I talked to him several times about this wood and he told me 
that it was not in Curly’s estate. Where did they go? They would be rarer than the December, 1931 Tenino woods. 
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CANTON, CONNECTICUT 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, July 1974 by Michael L. Alberts 

The town of Canton, Conn, is unique in the sense that it is not one location, but four: Collinsville, North Canton, Canton 
Center and Canton. The town of twenty-five square miles is located on the Farmington River, fourteen miles northwest of 
Hartford, the capital city. 

The area of what is now Canton was settled in 1737 and became a parish of West Simsbury in 1750. Due to the areas rapid 
expansion Canton was incorporated as a town in 1806, named after the city of China. 

In 1826 the Collins Company set up operation on the Farmington River manufacturing axes, hatchets, machetes and 
hammers. The company was the first edge tool maker in the world to use coal in its forges. In less than twenty years the 
company became world famous for its machetes which were used extensively in South America. The Collins Company soon 
became the center of a little village where the factory workers lived and worked, Collinsville, until it went out of business in 
1966. 

The present population is estimated at 7,500. The principal industries are the manufacturing of chemicals, wrought iron and 
brass. 

In 1956 the town of Canton issued both five and twenty-five cent black pieces in commemoration of the town’s one 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary. Both obverses have the slogan “Pride in the past.. .Faith in the future” on them while the 
reverse of the nickel is a buffalo and the reverse of the quarter lists the denomination. In addition a lead medal was produced 
with the same obverse, but with an illustration of the Collins Company Factory as it stood in 1826 on the reverse. 


' MIX 'EM OR MATCH 'EM'' 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, July 1974 by Gelvin Leeper 

A few days ago, a fellow IOWMC member, and longtime friend, walked into my office, plopped down an encased cent 
on my desk and made some remark about it not being for sale and what did I know about it. 

To be perfectly frank with you, I knew nothing about it. All I really knew is that it would make even the slightest wooden 
nickel collector take a second look. 

This particular piece is an Indian Head Cent encased in wood, and to my estimation, a real beauty, which would add 
something to any wood collection, even though it may be classed as an encased cent. It was issued for the Lewis & Clark 
Centennial at Portland, Oregon. The cent and the wood encasing it both bear the year 1905, no doubt the year in which it 
was issued, 

I had never before seen wood used authentically, as a means of encasing a coin. Quite possibly there are other issues 
which have been made up in the same manner, however, none have yet crossed my path. If any member has information on 
this particular piece or one of similarity I and I'm sure other members would appreciate hearing about it. The obverse reads: 
“LEWIS & CLARK CENTENNIAL, 1905, Sou-Veneer, PORTLAND, ORE’. The reverse reads: ‘Wood Keep, A Lucky 
Cent, Fir Fortune, Don't Pine-Spruce Up-All's OakA”. 


ALAMOSA, COLORADO 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, March 1976 by Tom Hudson 


As you all know, Alamosa, Colorado is the first issue from this state and a very scarce set to come by. It is quite costly 
when it’s up for sale, and according to all the Guide Books, this piece was issued in 1936. This is Mr. DiBella's information. 
I have seen (never owned) several sets, but to be truthful, I never really looked that close to verify it. 

Recently, Wayne Dennis told me, and showed me, his 50 and 100 pieces that were dated 1935. What I would like is for 
those who have one or more of this town in their collection, please check the dates on both sides and see if they have 1935 or 
1936. 

Is it possible that errors exist or sets were put out in two different years? When you check them out, please drop me a line 
with the (all) dates on it. I will be more than happy to refund your postage. 


Dear Tom: As soon as I got this note about the Alamosa set I got my body over to my cases and got the Alamosa set out - the 
following is the results - One 50 and one 100 dated 1935. One 50 and one 250 with the 1935 date BLACKED out and 1936 
added. Could be the error was noted and some of the pieces got out before it could be corrected, s/ "Rusty" Bailey 
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COCONUT GROVE, FLORIDA 1873-1973 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, May 1974 by N.R. Mack 

Coconut Grove was settled in 1865 with the first post office opening on January 6, 1873. Dr. Horace P. Porter was post- 
master, serving until 1874 when the post office was closed due to his leaving the area. 

Charles and Isabella Peacock opened the Bayview House in 1883 giving the South Florida Mainland its first hotel. The 
Hotel was later known as the Peacock Inn and many educated and influential tourists from the north flocked to the inn to 
spend the winter season. Many of these visitors soon made their permanent homes in Coconut Grove, and along with the Pea- 
cocks and the few earlier pioneers, who years before had come from the Bahamas, were able to give the bay its first real 
community. 

The post office was reopened in 1884 and operated until 1925 when the city of Miami annexed Coconut Grove. The 
spelling of "Cocoanut Grove" was changed to Coconut Grove in 1919 when the city was incorporated. 

In 1891 the population was over one hundred. This was four years before the railroad came to the bay and Miami was 
born. At this time besides the Peacock Inn and several stores there was also a school, church, yacht club and women’s club. 
The Peacock Inn was the gathering place for the entire bay area and the first stop for visiting dignitaries. 

The first Black community on the bay also began here and was made up almost exclusively of Bahamians who came to 
work at the inn. They brought their native fruit trees with them and thus introduced to South Florida the likes of the Mango, 
Avocado, Sapodilla and Kumquat. The first black school, church and library in the Miami area began in Coconut Grove. 

Coconut Grove was not only the first community on Biscayne Bay, but the most significant. It pre-dated Miami by many 
years and in its one hundred year history there was only a six year period (1919-1925) when it was actually an incorporated 
town. It was annexed by Miami in 1925 with several other areas but only Coconut Grove survived with its identity intact and 
remains today as a "Village within a City". 

Coconut Grove represents Miami's earliest history and the place where civilizing of the South Florida Wilderness began. 

The one hundredth anniversary of the founding of the post office was used for the centennial. The event was celebrated 
with a parade, picnic, bicycle races, bus and boat tours. 

There were 2500 wooden nickels made for the centennial. These were given out by the merchants as change and accepted 
as cash. Wording: Obv.: “COCONUT GROVE CENTENNIAL 1873 1973” Rev.: Indian or Buffalo Color: Black. Also there 
were 50 sterling silver medals struck and two in gold. 


GREENWICH, CONNECTICUT 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, December 1974 by Michael L. Alberts 

The town of Greenwich, Connecticut is a residential and resort town of Fairfield County on Long Island Sound. The town 
of fifty-four thousand includes the villages of Riverside, Quaker Ridge, Old Greenwich, and Cos Cob. 

Greenwich was settled in 1614 as part of New Amsterdam and became a town in 1640. The Dutch ended their claim to 
Greenwich in 650 and in 1656 it became a member of the New Haven Colony, a group of towns and villages that banded 
together in an effort to establish New Haven, the largest town of the Colony, as a leading seaport in the New World. 

Unknowingly, the New Haven Colony became united with the older colony of the Connecticut River settlements in 1662 
by a Royal Charter of England which set the boundaries of the state of Connecticut as they are today. The New Haven 
Colonists were naturally agitated on hearing of England's decision to incorporate the two bodies without first consulting her, 
but, when England threatened to revoke the Union and unite instead the Colony of Now York with the New Haven Colony 
they finally assented to incorporate with the River Settlements. Greenwich was one of the first towns to join the River 
Colony, three years before the remaining towns agreed with the plan to unite the present-day Connecticut. 

An historic site of Greenwich is an Inn on the Old Post Road built in 1729 which is the site of General Israel Putnam's 
flight from Governor Tryon in February of 1779. William Tryon (1729-1788) was serving as Governor of New York when 
he invaded Connecticut, burned Fairfield and Norwalk, and tried to capture the famous Patriot. According to history, 
General Putnam escaped by riding a horse down a steep flight of stone steps. 

Greenwich switched to a representative town meeting form of government in 1933 akin to that of Old New England. At 
present the town of forty-eight square miles is the home of many New York businessmen, artists, and writers. The New 
York, New Haven, and Hartford Railroad serves the scenic town where various preparatory schools for boys and girls date 
from 1827. The Audubon Nature Center of Quaker Ridge is a wildlife sanctuary of over three hundred acres that has been in 
operation since 1943. 

In 1940 Greenwich celebrated its tercentenary as a town and issued five-cent pieces of wooden money in black, red, 
green, brown, and blue. 

Various scenes were placed on the Greenwich flat pieces, (Connecticut's first issue of Official Wooden Money), 
including General Israel Putnam's portrait on the black issue.

Wooden Bars wanted from anywhere. Wooden Bars were usually made like 
the one shown above. They measured 7/8” x 2-1/4” x nickel thick. I’m 
interested in expanding my collection of them and will pay top prices for 
additions to my collection.

THE NOT SO FAMOUS RIDE OF SYBIL LUDINGTON 

First published in Buriy art’s Chips, January 1975 by Michael L. Alberts 


To commemorate Sybil Ludington, the girl who called the militia to repel the British raid on Danbury, the Croton River Numismatic 
Society issued a flat wooden piece. Sybil Ludington never received much attention for this feat during her lifetime or after her death. 
The only reminder of her ride is a statue in Carmel, NY that salutes the patriotism of the sixteen year old girl. It was only recently that 
the Postal Service announced plans to commemorate the ride on a stamp in 1975 along with three other Revolutionary Patriots. 

It was in April of 1777 when British General Tryon of New York attacked Danbury, Connecticut, burning and pillaging the town in 
an effort to destroy stores of supplies. The Danbury militia, only 150 men strong, could do little but retreat. On April 26, a soldier 
reported the sacking of the town to Colonel Ludington of Patterson, NY. Ludington was a veteran of the French & Indian Wars and 
was Commander of the 400 militiamen in his area. The soldiers and Ludington were too weary to alert the men to round up and 
prepare to fight to save Danbury when Sybil Ludington' s daughter spoke up. 

Putting on a pair of her father's trousers and mounting a man's saddle, she sped off into the night screaming "The British are 
burn-ing Danbury - muster at Ludington's". Several hours later she re-turned with a hoarse voice to find the militia prepared to strike 
the British. 

Besides Ludington's army, three other American militia groups were approaching Tryon's army. Tryon, who had originally planned to 
rest on Sunday, was forced to flee south in an effort to reach his ships at 
Fairfield. The British lost 200 of their 2,000 man force during their retreat 
from Danbury, most of them killed at a battle where Benedict Arnold 
became a hero. 


It was in 1777 that Sybil Ludington performed her patriotic feat, but it 
wasn't until the 1960's that a statue was erected in her honor, 1973 that a 
piece of wooden money commemorated the event, and 1975 that a postage 
stamp will be issued as a tribute to her.

CACC Chooses 

Maritime Disaster for 2015 Issue! 

Time: about 150 Years Ago: April 21, 1865. 

Place: The steamboat SULTANA on the Mississippi River. 

Scene: The Sultana is loaded at Vicksburg with about 1,800 Union soldiers 
returning to Ohio and eventually their homes. 

Their travel was about to stop near Marion, Arkansas. 

Now, feel the loudest K-BOOM you can imagine! The fresh supply of coal 
that had been loaded was now gone, the boilers had exploded and the 
disaster was real! 

To be sure, many soldiers had seen war and were not in the best health when 
this explosion suddenly sank the ship and threw many of them into the water. 
Those not killed in the explosion tried to swim to shore. Some historians say 
that the death toll may have exceeded the Titanic’s 1,500! For months 
corpses from the Sultana were found down river. 



This was a monumental American disaster but it was obscured and forgotten due to three major events of the time. First, bad news 
and newspaper reports happened seemingly every day, with news of thousands dying in battle; then, the close proximity to Lee’s 
surrender on April 9 and finally, the April 14 assassination of President Lincoln. 

Remembering the Sultana disaster is our goal and commemorating its 150-year history here and in the museum at Marion, Arkansas.

Schuman Drugs ( Canton , Ohio) 

moatssm M.%. in 1926 . Ed su™, opened his first drug store at Tuscarawas Street E. 

and Belden Avenue in a neighbourhood teeming with Polish, Spanish, 

Romanian and Italian immigrants. The neighbourhood had changed by the 
1970s, and Schuman’s business had expanded from the original 100-square- 
foot store with a soda fountain to about 26 Schuman Drug and Dynamic 
Discount Drug stores in the Midwest. The store stayed on that Tuscarawas 
Street corner for decades; it became a Peoples Drug Store after Schuman’s 
merged with other chains. But around 1988, the original Schuman’s building 
lost that historic drug store when Peoples relocated it to Calton Township. This 1.5 inch (1/8 inch thick) wood commemorates the 
original store. 



In 1938, 6 existing Lane’s stores were sold to K-W Drug Company. In 1956, 
the company was sold to A. C. Israel Commodity Company of N.Y., although 
the Amster’s family continued to manage the stores until 1970. In 1970, Lane’s 
established a working relationship with Schuman Drugs of Canton (Ohio). 
Sheldon Fantle of Schuman’s became President of the Lane Drug Co. and 
moved the base from N.Y. to Toledo — at this time the chain was 106 stores 
strong operating in 5 states. In 1972, Lane’s merged with the 25 unit Schuman 
Drugs and Dynamic Discount Drug, and purchased a 22% interest in People’s 
Drug of Alexandria (Virginia). In 1976, Lane’s merged with People’s Drug 
Stores. Sheldon referred to the merger as “the minnow swallowing the whale” 
since the 250 store People’s chain was purchased by the smaller Lane Drug Co. 
Following the merger, Sheldon became President of the new Peoples Drug 
Stores, Inc. and by 1980 his son was President of the Lane’s division.

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JOHNNY APPLESEED FESTIVAL, LISBON, OHIO

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This would be a good time to tell you about my trip to Lisbon, Ohio, USA in search of Johnny Appleseed woods. Johnny 
Appleseed is the mythical hero of a charming American legend. Actually, this is the nickname of a real person, John Chapman, 
who was born in Leominster, Massachusetts in 1774. This festival used to be in the Lisbon Fairgrounds. It has now been 
downsized to about a two by four city block area in the south end of town. At the apple festival there was only 2 booths that 
actually had apples for sale. One was candy apples and the other was apples of 6 different varieties priced at 3 lbs for $6.00. No 
wooden nickels were to be found. In the middle of things I found the office tent. Again, no wooden nickels were anywhere to be 
found. I did find out that no woods have been produced since 2000. Their 1 st year they made 2 different woods, one black and 
one red. There were a total of 35 different woods issued over the 33 years they were produced. All the woods were produced in 
black except the following: 1968 both red & black were issued, 1992, 1997, and 1999 were made only in red. The 1997 issue 
was a 2” x 3” balsa flat printed in red, and all the rest were issued only in black. I’m looking to complete my set - have any?

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TRILOGY OF OBLONG WOODEN MONEY 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips in November and December 1975 and January 1976 by Tom Hudson 
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In the next few issues, I am going to try to write a Trilogy of the oblong Wooden Money from the 3 states I have spent most 
of my life in. First, Massachusetts, where I was born; second, New York, where I spent the post WWII Years, and third, 
California, where I am presently living. I hope these stories on the oblong type of Wood will be enjoyed by the New and Older 
Collectors. 

--Massachusetts-- 

As most of you know, Fenton, Michigan issued the first Commemorative or Birthday Wood in 1934, and in Washington in 
1931 is where it all started. A few other states issued official wood and souvenir wood, but in 1936 the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts issued its first official wood, Springfield had a 300 th Anniversary and issued a 50 black wood with the picture of 
its founder (William Pynchon) on it, (Johnson's Bookstore, a local business put out a 1/2 dollar size round one with the same 
picture on it). Great Barrington, 2 months later put out a 175 th anniversary wood. These three pieces of wood started 
Massachusetts on the wooden money parade. 

Quite a few states issued wooden money in the 30's and 40's, but it wasn't until 1949 that Malden, in the Eastern part of the 
State had a 300 th anniversary and had a "Cavalcade of Centuries" celebration issuing 50, 100 and 250 pieces. 

In 1950, Framingham (home of a large hospital that cared for WWII Veterans) had their 250 th anniversary of the founding of 
the town. Down on "Old Cape Cod" they had a Strawberry Festival in Falmouth, and issued three different color sets. There is a 
50 red set which spells out CAPE COD, a 100 green set which spells out CAPE COD, and a 250 black set which also spells out 
CAPE COD, a 21 piece set. (The "D" pieces seem to be the most difficult to obtain). I still need them. 

In 1953 Fall River had a 150 th anniversary, telling the Fall River story by issuing 50, 100 and 250 blue set, a 50, 100 and 250 
green set, and a 50 red single piece, then in a city along the Merrimac River - Lawrence - put out a 24 piece set for its 
Centennial - spelling out LAWRENCE on a 50, 100 and 25 0 set, and although all the pieces exist, only the 50 pieces seem to be 
in a lot of collections, and the 100 and 250 pieces seem to be very rare. I have never seen but one of each letter these two sets. 
---New York- 

After Michigan and Ohio got on the bandstand of Wooden Money, in October of 1934 Binghampton NY had a Centennial 
Celebration and issued 3 different pieces honoring a Mr. Bingham (I assume the Founder) 50 black, 100 green and 250 red. 
Four years later in 1938 Lake George in upstate N.Y. had a Historical Pageant and issued one 50 black piece, also the Chamber 
of Commerce in Monticello issued two 2Vi” rounds, one black/black and one black/green. The next year in the finger lake 
district of New York State the town of Phelps had a sesquicentennial and issued a beautiful set of nine pieces, - Series A 50 
green, 100 blue, 250 lilac- with a picture of a Mr. Robinson- Series B 50 lilac, 100 green, 250 blue with a picture of a Mr. 
Phelps (I assume the founder), Series C 50 green, 100 blue, 250 lilac with a picture of a Mr. Swift (I assume early settlers). 
Also, the Boy Scouts had a camporee and issued a wooden piece for the sesquicentennial. (Point of information, My A Series 
are #203, B Series are #112, C Series are #119. Should anyone reading this have any of these numbers please contact me. All 
three pieces in the set with the same numbers). In 1939 Plattsburg had a 125 th anniversary and the U. S. Army had its 1 st 
Peacetime Maneuvers at the same time so a set of three were issued. Two were oblong and one was a 2Vi" round thick piece. In 
Syracuse - the Annual State Fair, they issued four Series of Woods. Series One was black with an Indian on the obverse with 
letters ABCDEFGHI and have Syracuse on the Reverse. Also in Series one FHI do not have Syracuse. Series Two are green 
with the head of a cow on the obverse with letters JKLMNOPQR. All have Syracuse on the reverse. Series Three are black with 
Industrial Scene on the obverse with letters JUNOPOR. Series Four is brown with a Covered Wagon on the Obverse, No letters 
on the reverse, just a control number. The entire set has 30 pieces. (If anybody has other pieces, I'd like to know about them). 

In the Grape growing region, Fredonia had a. three day Grape Festival and issued a purple piece with a bunch of grapes on it 
in 1941. It wasn't until 1948 that New York again got on the wooden money trail. Seven different places celebrated their 
birthdays with wooden money. One of these towns holds a warm spot in my heart. In 1947 I was married in this town and 2Vi 
years of my life were the happiest I ever spent. In 1948 the town of Gowanda, N.Y. had a Centennial and issued a set of three 
different black woods, 50, 100 and 250. At the time of the celebration I bought 10 sets at face value. Living there I helped with 
the parade as I was employed at the State Hospital and we all assisted helping out with the patients who rode in the Wagons. 
The two oldest were the King and Queen, and all in all I can't think of 2Vi years, 1947-1949, that were happier. (Incidently, by 
the time I started collecting Wooden Money I had lost or given them all away). Boy, do I wish I had them now. I only have one 
set. 

Well, so much for nostalgia and memory lane. In 1948 Auburn issued a set of three different denominations. Local Citizens (I 
assume to be founders) were honored David Osborn, Col. Metcalf, and the Famous William Seward who purchased the territory 
of Alaska from Russia, often referred to in the country as "Seward's Folly", however, later years disputed it. Oneonta also had a

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centennial in 1948 and issued an American Indian Series in three different denominations, and way up North in Ogdensburg 
they issued a 50 green piece for their bi-centennial. Once again Syracuse had a centennial and issued two sets of 50, 100 and 
250. One was issued for the centennial and the other for Native American Series. In Utica, they had a sesquicentennial 
celebration, and issued three different black pieces for the Pageant of Progress. Yates County also had a celebration for their 
125 th anniversary, issuing a black and 50 green, 100 red, 250 blue. All have pictures of Indians paddling canoes. A year of no 
wood in 1950 brought along 1951 when Cornell had a centennial and issued three different sets honoring three different judges 
of the past. Judge Harlow Hakes on a set of 50, 100 and 250; Judge Otis Thatcher on a set of three, and last, but not least, Judge 
George Hornell, (Again I assume the Founder). In 1952 Hoosick Falls had a 125 th anniversary, and issued a three piece set of 
50, 100; 250 in blue, and a set in red. Johnson City also in 1952 had a 60 th anniversary honoring the founder, George F. 
Johnson. This set is a controversial set as I have 50 red/blue with letters JONSON, and a 100 set same color JONSON and a 250 
set same colors JOHNSON, also a 50 green/brown piece (visit of the Triple Cities Ind. Expo). Should anybody have the 50 or 
100 letters H, please write. 

In 1953 Mt. Vernon had a centennial and issued an interesting group of wooden nickels. Series One, a 50 green with a picture 
of the 1952 Mayor, J. P. Vaccarella, 100 green with a picture of 4 th Avenue during 1853, 250 blue with a picture of St. Paul’s 
Church, founded in 1665. The second series and third series were the same as Series One- Nine pieces. In Olean in 1954, a 
group of Sesquicentennial woods were issued. A set of 50 red pieces honoring founder Adam Hoops spelling out OLEAN, also 
a 100 set of the same spelling our OLEAN, and a 250 series in red spelling out OLEAN. The "Letter N" seems to be the scarcest 
as I have never seen one. If one was made-some are for the Homecoming Series, some for Brothers of the Brush, and Sisters of 
the Swish, which makes one think there was more than one set. Anybody who has these pieces, drop a line and describe each 
piece individually. In 1954 Monticello had a sesquicentennial and issued tw6 sets of 3 each, 50, 100 and 250 in green and black. 
(I still need Series One). Scotia had a Golden Anniversary (50 th ) issuing three Series, 9 pieces in all of three different 
denominations, 50, 100 and 250 of black and green. Waverly ended the oblong series with its Centennial CentOrama and issued 
a 50 red and a 50 blue. Part of the CentOrama was a Rodeo and should anybody have any oblong New York State woods not 
listed, please write a description or a picture. 

--California-- 

California issued its 1 st Official Wood in 1937 for the Golden Anniversary of Fullerton, issuing a 3 piece set of 50 black, 100 
green, 250 red. (The red piece has proved to be the gem of the set, being fairly scarce), a picture of George Amerige on them. I 
believe he was the Mayor of Fullerton. In 1938 Newman (called the Cream Pitcher of the West) had a Golden Jubilee 
Celebration and issued 3 different colored 50 pieces- green, red, black, with the Cream Pitcher on them. In 1940 Sutter Creek 
issued a 50 red piece with the California Bear on It and issued for the Gold Rush Celebration, and Pageant of the Hills, a few 
months before WWII in August of 1941, Pittsburg had a Historic Cavalcade and issued 50 red and 50 green pieces - nine years 
later in Taft (1950) it had an Oilerado Celebration issuing 4 sets of 3 different denominations in blue, red, green, black- 12 
pieces. 10 years later a set of 3 different black pieces were issued for the same celebration. This ended the oblong pieces for 
California. Incidentally, Taft has been issuing round ones every 5 years, 1965-1970-1975. 


ODD WISCONSIN - STATE REP TRIED TO REGULATE UNDERWEAR IN 1899 (FILLER) 

In January 1899, a resolution was introduced in the Wisconsin Assembly to prohibit tight lacing of women’s corsets. Rep. 
Henry Daggett of Bear Creek, in rural Waupaca Co., thought young women should be stopped from displaying a provocative, 
18-inch waist. Although contemporary feminists also argued that tight corsets were unhealthy, Daggett acted not to safeguard 
women’s health but rather to purify public morals. He told the press that “for years he has studied the figures of the ladies of 
Bear Creek” and that “the waists of most ladies are about half the size they should be. . .” 

Daggett’s anti-lacing resolution was first referred to the Assembly Committee on Public Improvements, who passed it 
quickly to the Committee of Public Health and Sanitation, who handed it off like a hot potato to the Committee of Agriculture. 

Some opponents protested that lawmakers had more important issues to address than regulating women’s fashion. Others felt 
that how tight one chose to wear one’s underwear was no business of the government. 

Daggett was ridiculed for prudishness in the Janesville, Oshkosh, and Chicago papers. At a Madison party, a large painting 
was hung showing him as a medieval knight, sword in hand, ready to battle a monstrous corset. When he shipped his trunk 
home at the end of the session, it arrived pasted over with pictures of scantily clad, tightly corseted women, raising eyebrows at 
the Bear Creek train depot. This was too much for Daggett, who let his resolution die quietly in committee and did not run for 
re-election.

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GREEN CASTLE, INDIANA 
By: Darrell Luedtke 

Located in west-central Indiana, Putnam County was established in 1822. Its rural midwestern character has been largely 
preserved. Typical of the region, the county's landscape includes vast fields, woodland, flat prairie, rolling hills, and farms of 
crops and livestock. Numerous covered and iron bridges and a half dozen crossroad villages are reminders of the county's 
agrarian roots. About one third of the county's population of 38,000 lives in the county seat, Greencastle, with a downtown 
anchored by the 1903 courthouse at the center of an intact commercial square. 

Land that comprises Putnam County was purchased from Delaware, Potawatomi, Miami, and Eel River Indians through the 
treaties of 1809 and 1818. In 1820 the land was surveyed and put up for sale. As the population started to increase steps were 
taken to form a local government. 

Greencastle was founded in 1821 by Scots-Irish American Ephraim Dukes on a land grant. He named the settlement for his 
hometown of Greencastle, Pennsylvania. In December of 1821, the General Assembly approved an act organizing Putnam 
County. Putnam County was named after the General Israel Putnam of the Revolution. 

Greencastle was a village or town operating under authority of the Putnam County commissioners until March 9, 1849, when 
it became a town by special act of the local legislature. Greencastle, Indiana, officially became a city after an election held on 
July 8, 1861. The first mayor of Greencastle was E. R. Kercheval, a member (during his lifetime) of the Freemason Temple 
Lodge #47. 

The first fair was held in 1837 and became an annual event. Early farmers had one of the first railroads in the state passing 
through the Putnam County in 1852. The first Newspaper was published in 1830 named “The Hoosier”. The “Putnam 
Republican Banner” was started in 1852, now known as the “Banner Graphic”. Indiana Asbury University, located in 
Greencastle, was chartered in 1837. It was established under the patronage of the Methodist Episcopal Church so that the church 
might share in the education of future generations. Indiana Asbury University was one of the first institutions in the West to 
grant equal privileges to females. It is now known as DePauw University. 

Putnam County’s continued advancements in both agriculture and industry maintain a balance making this quote from 
Topographical Atlas and Gasetteer of Indiana, and Company Atlas and Gasetteer of Indiana both by George H. Adams in 1871 
still true today: “. . .Perhaps, no body of land of equal extent in the State is superior to Putnam County, taking into consideration 
all its advantages of timber, soil, springs of water, quarries of limestone, running streams, and healthy situations.” 

John Herbert Dillinger, Jr. was an American gangster and bank-robber in the Depression-era United States. He was charged, 
but never convicted, with the murder of an East Chicago police officer whom he shot in the knee while fleeing the scene of his 
heist. John Dillinger's largest haul (i.e. bank robbery) was at the Central National Bank in Greencastle, Indiana, one of two 
banks he robbed in Indiana. In Our Past, Their Present: Historical Essays on Putnam County Indiana , John J. Baughman 
writes, "On Monday, October 23, 1933, four armed men entered the Central National Bank of Greencastle and escaped with 
$74,782.09. The Dillinger robbery became one of the major events of Greencastle history." 

Parke County bills itself as the covered bridge capital of the world. Combined with six counties that surround it, there are 5 1 
of Indiana’s 98 covered bridges in this small area 

For a small but ambitious beginning in the dense forest, Putnam County has grown to its current population of over 30,000 
and contains 500 square miles of land. 

IOWMC member Darrell Detro, who joined IOWMC in September, 2012, makes Greencastle, the county seat of Putnam 
County, with a population of 10,326, his home. It is located near Interstate 70 between Terre Haute and Indianapolis in the 
west-central portion of the state. 

Several cities in Putnam County have issued official and semi-official wooden nickels over the years, including: 

• Crawfordsville, 1965 (Centennial) 

• Rockville, 1974 (Sesquicentennial) 

• Rockville, 1978 (Covered Bridge Festival) 

• Rockville, ND (Museum Of Covered Bridges) 

• Brazil, 1976 (USA Bicentennial) (Lynn’s Pharmacy)

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PRAIRIE VILLAGE, KANSAS

Shawnee, Osage, and Kansa Indians formerly owned the land now developed into the City of Prairie Village. As settlers and 
pioneers headed west, one family decided to make Prairie Village their home. In 1858, Thomas Porter bought 160 acres of 
farmland. Porter’s children were all raised on this farmland and were engaged in agricultural development and civic affairs. 

It wasn’t just the Porter family who helped to make Prairie Village home. Porter’s sister, Betty Porter, married Thompson A. 
Lewis who owned 80 acres between Mission and Roe. Henry Coppock arrived in Johnson County, in 1857, before heading 
further west to work in freighting and farming. He came back in the mid- 1860s and bought land in 1865. Coppock built his 
family home on 900 acres in Prairie Village. Coppocks’s home stood for 30 years. Now on his land is Homestead County Club. 

The original Prairie School was built in 1882 and a new building was constructed in 1912. This landmark was a community 
treasure until 1990. 

In the 1940s, J.C. Nichols, an experienced developer, wanted to turn the farmland into suburban housing for soldiers 
returning home from the war. Nichols bought the farmland from the Porters, Coppocks, and Lewises. There were hurdles along 
the way including a lack of experienced builders post World War II, but this didn’t stop Nichols from pursuing his goal. After 
the successful development of the Country Club Plaza in Kansas City, Missouri, J. C. Nichols turned toward development of his 
native Johnson County, just a few miles from the Plaza. He had visions of transforming the rolling hills into a well-planned 
community of beautiful homes and neighborhood shopping centers. Construction of Prairie Village started in 1941 and by 1949 
Mr. Nichols's dream became a reality when the City was named the best planned community in America by the National 
Association of Home Builders. Prairie Village continued to expand as the Prairie Village Shopping Center opened in 1947 and 
the Corinth Square Shopping Center opened in 1955. 

Prairie Village was the home to Robert F. Bennett, who served as Mayor of Prairie Village before going onto the Kansas 
State Senate and eventually becoming the Governor of Kansas in 1975. 

Now, Prairie Village is a bedroom community serving the needs of citizens and families living in the greater Kansas City 
metro area. Prairie Village is completely surrounded by other cities, sharing its eastern border, State Line Road, with Kansas 
City, Missouri. 

In 2005 Prairie Village was named one of the five best suburban cities in the region by the Kansas City Star. In 2006 it was 
named one of the five most efficient cities in the entire region by the Kansas City Star. 

IOWMC member Jeffrey Lipsky, who joined IOWMC in July, 2012, makes Prairie Village, with a population of 21,447, his 
home. 

Prairie Village has not issued any official or semi-official wooden nickels, but nearby Kansas City has issued quite a few 
over the years including woods for the Kansas Centennial in 1961. 


BLAINE, WASHINGTON WOODEN NICKELS

Most collectors know that the Blaine wooden nickels were the first officially issued wooden nickels in the USA. Each bore 
handwritten or stamped initials “ELM” (E L McKinney) or “FCG” (Rev. Floyd C Green). However, 2 sets of 4 woods were 
signed by all 4 officers of the Blaine Relief Association. They include the 2 initials previously listed plus “ASB” (Albert S 
Batch) and “WYC” (Whipple Yale Chester).

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HOUSTON, TEXAS 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, June 1974 by Ruby Threlkeld 

Houston, Texas - "Boom Town on the Bayou". Started in 1836 as a real estate promotion idea of two brothers on a tract of 
about 4,429 acres of desolate prairie land purchased for $5,000. The brothers immediately offered the land for sale and named 
their town site in honor of General Sam Houston, hero of Texas Independence. In November of 1836, the Congress of the 
Republic of Texas appropriately selected Houston, 18 miles from the San Jacinto battle grounds, as its capitol. 

In 1839 the capitol was moved to Austin but was moved back to Houston in 1842 and remained there for three years. In 1845 
Texas became the 28 th state of the union. 

With the dredging of Buffalo Bayou it was possible for large ships to service Houston with cargo. The first railroad built in 
1853. 

The city went forward with the discovery of oil in 1901, when Spindletop was discovered. It became known as the wealthiest 
state. The Chamber of Commerce had a slogan, “The city that the depression forgot.” 14 counties in the general Houston area 
constitute 20% of the state’s oil. 

The Houston metropolitan area leads the state in number of beef and dairy cattle produced. Also poultry raising and truck 
farming. Its agriculture land produces cotton, corn, live stock, rice, figs and other crops. Its mineral lands yields petroleum, salt, 
limestone, and other products. Within 75 miles of the city, 80% of the entire world's supply of sulphur is produced here. 

Greater Houston Coin Club was organized in 1955. Since then the club has grown in membership and numismatic knowledge. 
In 1960 this club helped organize the state organization known as Texas Numismatic Association. Houston has hosted three of 
the state conventions. 

In 1965 Houston hosted the American numismatic Association convention. At this convention members of I.O.W.M.C. held 
their official meeting and election of officers for the year. 


TALLY-STICK 

Originally printed in the May, 1974 issue of Bunyan’s Chips 

The following letter in part was received by Clarence Kramer who forwarded it to us to share with the members. "Many 
thanks for your letter and your request for help with your collection. I have tried to assist but so far the hope of assistance for 
your collection is exceedingly poor. I must admit that I had very little knowledge of the existence of such things as Tally-Sticks, 
and therefore I have done a little research into the matter to satisfy my own curiosity for knowledge. The following is the result 
of my enquiries, which I am sure will not offer any news for you, for you seem to be something of an authority on 'wooden 
money'. 

I have spoken with two friends of mine, the curator of the local (and rather extensive museum) and a local historian (of which 
I also have a little skill and knowledge.) I am informed as you say, that Tally-Sticks existed mainly in business circles, but 
sometimes in small private transactions in the period which you say, and took several forms according to local habit and 
tradition. None exist in the local museum, but you have new triggered off a search for such items and the curator is looking for 
such items. Even if a Tally-Stick were to be discovered the existence of a complete one would be something of a rarity and the 
cost from the historical and monetary value would be extremely high, for they are described as follows: 

Tally-Stick, Tally-stick, or Tail-Stick, sometimes known as Chalk-sticks after the idea of chalking up 

customer's debts on a board in the shops, or Tallrick/Tallick and many other local and dialect names. 

Use - A stick made to indicate and record purchases made, or debts owed, it was notched and then split down the middle thus 
providing two identical halves and it was only by placing the two parts together that it could then be agreed upon a debt 
to be paid. They were mainly used when people were unable either to read or count. 

From the ancient word Tally-stick is derived the following English words, customs and habits. 

Tallies - To score, or keep a score with corresponding notches. 

Talllied/Tallier - One who keeps a tally or record of a transaction. 

Tallyman - One who keeps a record of business,, a word now used to describe the Hire-purchase man who 
calls at house for weekly payments. 

Tallysheet - The modern day equivalent of the tally-stick - a written record of accounts. 

Tally-shop - Shop that sells items on hire-purchase. 

Tally-system - The hire-purchase system whereby items are purchased and paid for on weekly, monthly or quarterly 
payment. 

Talea - Latin for a slip of mood. 

There is no record of wooden money having been used in Great Britain, though there is every possibility that, in some old world 
- out of the way villages had some sort of local money made locally and some could have been made in wood. 
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HOMESTEAD, NEBRASKA 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, July 1974 by Donald J. Thibodeau 

This wooden nickel was printed in green and issued for the hundredth anniversary of the first Homestead in the United 
States. 

The first homestead was filed on 160 acres on Cub Creek. It was I 'the form of a T. This was just outside Beatrice in 
the Nebraska Territory, just after midnight January 1, 1863 by Daniel Freeman. At that time he was a Union Army Secret 
Service Agent. He was between assignments at the time. He had just ridden from Fort Leavenworth in Kansas to 
Brownville, and had to be in St. Louis January 2. Therefore he had to get the assistant registrar to open the office the night 
of December 31, 1862 so the claim could be filed just after midnight, and he could leave for St. Louis early next morning. 

His first wife left him taking their four children. On February 8, 1865 he married Agnes Suiter. This was in Illinois. 
They arrived at their homestead March 13 th . Their first child was born in the homestead January 27, 1866. The second 
child, Samuel, was born on the homestead December 18, 1867. This was now the state of Nebraska, the 37 th state admitted 
to the Union March 1, 1867. 

There was trouble with Indians in Nebraska frightening Agnes. The Otoe Indians who were coming up from the south 
were friendly and just wanted 'handouts'. 

Daniel Freeman became sheriff of Gage County so the third child was born in Beatrice where he lived while sheriff. 

On September 1, 1869 the patent for the Homestead land of Daniel Freeman was Entry No, 1, Page 1, Volume 1, Proof 
1 of the homestead records in the U.S. land office, Washington D.C., issued and signed by Ulysses S. Grant, President of 
the United States. On January 1870 the Deed Record "F" page 114, was inscribed in the record books of county clerk 
Beatrice, Nebraska. 

Daniel was also a doctor and this made it possible for him to keep the homestead through all kinds of times. Many who 
had no other income lost their homes. Agnes too was a doctor in later years. That was when a doctor could be licensed if 
they could pass the test. They had eight children, all but one born on the homestead, the youngest when Daniel was almost 
seventy years old. 

Daniel Freeman died December 30,1908. Agnes lived until April 9, 1931. They were buried on the homestead. This 
homestead became a National Monument when President Roosevelt signed the bill in 1936. 

The above is taken from a book written by Beverly S. Kaplan, who was the Freeman's granddaughter. 


THE NOT SO FAMOUS RIDE OF SYBIL LUDINGTON 

First published in Bunyan’s Chips, January 1975 by Michael L. Alberts 

To commemorate Sybil Ludington, the girl who called the militia to repel the British raid on Danbury, the Croton River 
Numismatic Society issued a flat wooden piece. 

Sybil Ludington never received much attention for this feat during her lifetime or after her death. The only reminder of her 
ride is a statue in Carmel, N. Y. that salutes the patriotism of the sixteen year old girl. It was only recently that the Postal 
Service announced plans to commemorate the ride on a stamp in 1975 along with three other Revolutionary Patriots. 

It was in April of 3.777 when British General Tryon of New York attacked Danbury, Connecticut, burning and pillaging the 
town in an effort to destroy stores of supplies. The Danbury militia, only 150 men strong, could do little but retreat. On April 
26, a soldier reported the sacking of the town to Colonel Ludington of Patterson, N.Y.. Ludington was a veteran of the French & 
Indian Wars and was Commander of the 400 militiamen in his area. The soldiers and Ludington were too weary to alert the men 
to round up and prepare to fight to save Danbury when Sybil Ludington's daughter spoke up. 

Putting on a pair of her father's trousers and mounting a man's saddle, she sped off into the night screaming "The British are 
burning Danbury - muster at Ludington's". Several hours later she returned with a hoarse voice to find the militia prepared to 
strike the British. 

Besides Ludington's army, three other American militia groups were approaching Tryon's army. Tryon, who had originally 
planned to rest on Sunday, was forced to flee south in an effort to reach his ships at Fairfield. The British lost 200 of their 2,000 
man force during their retreat from Danbury, most of them killed at a battle where Benedict Arnold became a hero. 

It was in 1777 that Sybil Ludington performed her patriotic feat, but it wasn't until the 1960's that a statue was erected in her 
honor, 1973 that a piece of wooden money commemorated the event, and 1975 that a postage stamp will be issued as a tribute 
to her.

(Front and Back of Original Wooden Money) 


The Nation, and Tenino, was gripped by the Great Depression in 1931, and money was scarce. The Independent in 
November of that year advocated editorially that scrip be used to meet the currency shortage. Then on December 5, 1931, 
the matter of emergency struck home with the failure of the Citizens Bank of Tenino. Joel Gould, now of Olympia, came 
over from Buckley to act as liquidator. This tied-up the accounts of the depositors while the affairs of the defunct bank 
were being adjusted. Thus the shortage of money became acute. 

The Tenino Chamber of Commerce met to meet the emergency and agreed to issue scrip to permit the depositors to 
assign 25% of their bank accounts to the Chamber. The printing press at the Independent office was soon running out of 
assignment forms and depositors signed for definite amounts of money within the 25% limitations. The printing of $1.00, 
$5.00 and $10 denomination scrip was done on engraved pieces the size of paper money then in use. The 25 cent 
denomination was the yellow bond paper without any fancy border. Trustees of the Chamber of Commerce Committee, 
F.W. Wichman, D.M. Major and A.H. Meyers, signed each piece. They agreed to redeem the certificates “During the 
Process of Liquidation of the Citizens Bank of Tenino.” This scrip printed in December, 1931 totaled $3,255, of which 
$1,279 was circulated. Eventually the Chamber redeemed $1,079.75 of this scrip. 

Some samples of “slice wood”, a new printing material, had been received from Albert Balch of Seattle, who was 
promoting it for Christmas cards and other items. This was made in a special machine at Aberdeen by a man named 
Eckersley. Sitka Spruce and Port Orford and red cedar were used. The first pieces were flimsy sheets of l/80 th of an inch 
thick. The 25 on hand were sufficient to put Tenino in the wooden money business. Later the slices were sandwiched with 
a paper in between. One issue of a thousand even carried a “watermark” reading “Confidence makes good; Money made 
of wood”, which could be seen by holding it up to the light. This was supposed to guard against counterfeiting. 

The publicity of Tenino Wooden Money began to snowball in February, 1932, the old Seattle Star carrying the story 
early that month, followed by the Tacoma News-Tribune, Oregonian, Seattle P-I and others. The Halls of Congress heard 
of the unique method of meeting the money shortage and in March it was featured in the Congressional Record. 
Thousands of stories and comments appeared over the world in newspapers and magazines. Orders from collectors and 
souvenir hunters came in increasing demand and eight issues were printed through 1933, mostly in 25 cent denominations, 
but also in 50 cent and $1.00. In all $10,308 worth of wooden money was issued of which about $40 was redeemed by the 
Chamber of Commerce. In April, 1935, business people used small wooden fifth cent tax tokens due to a state shortage of 
tokens. Like the original wooden money, they are now quite valuable.

GRAND MARSH, WISCONSIN 
by Toni Cichy, Timber Lines, November 1980 

Each year around the middle of August people flock to the Com ‘N Tater Festival in Grand Marsh, Wis. It is a small 
town of about 150 at present but made up of many industrious people with a vision. 

As we drove up I observed a long building in the background (the new Community Center), a shelter serving area in 
the middle and a snow fence on the left. The fence was to keep the curious out of the cooking area where tons of freshly 
picked sweet corn and newly dug Burbank potatoes were piled. At one and of the service area was a little antique steam 
engine puffing smoke like it was preparing to climb Mt. St. Helens. I asked why the engine and was told they were 
building up steam to cook the potatoes and corm in huge watering troughs. Near by was a pit about 40 ft long with the 
beefer rotating on spits and three men supervising the barbecue. 

This friendly little town was founded in 1911 when the Chicago and Northwestern Railroad wag built the tracks then 
Adams County. A large marshy area is located north of the town — hence the name - Grand. Marsh. The sandy well 
irrigated soil produce a bumper crop of sweet corn, Burbank potatoes, soy beans, peas and mint. 

For a time the town grew by leaps and bounds and before long there was a bank, church, school, hardware store, hotel, 
lumber yard, 2 blacksmiths shops, a meat market, public hall, restaurant and 6 grocery stores. Later a garage, barber shop, 
post office and ware house was added. But in the 1930’s tragedy struck in the form of a devastating fire that first burned 
the L.M. Foster store then spread to the garage, public hall, several stores, the hotel and meat market. For a time apathy 
reigned. 

But: in the 1960's these industrious determined German, English and Irish people rallied together to form the Grand 
Marsh Development Corporation. They took stock of the 29000 well irrigated acres of land and decided they must attract 
a business here that would utilize the crops they had to offer. So on August 25, 1963 they held the first Corn ‘N Tater 
festival to raise money to buy an area for an, Industrial Park. 

Today the industrial Park has been sold to Potato World. This corporation has built a 2 million dollar storage and 
packaging warehouse that distributes Burbank potatoes throughout the U.S. With the profits from the yearly festival the 
townspeople built a large community center where dances, wedding receptions and community functions are held. One 
end of the building is utilized by the senior citizens for their hot meal program and other activities. A Polka Festival will 
be held in the fall of 1980 as an appreciation party for the Com N' Tater festival workers. Also an Irish Banquet for 125 
Extension Homemaker Club officers from 8 counties will be held, in the center. 

In 1981 the community will acquire another industrial site and who knows what the new great things might evolve. 

So if you are cruising near central Wisconsin around the middle of August why not pause for a day and enjoy this great 
American festival. You will be greeted with big large platters of barbeque beef on a bun, and all, the sweet corn and 
potatoes you can eat, plus cold slaw and cookies. Of course the day would not be complete without one of Wisconsin's 
famous products - beer. All the Committee asks is that you bring your appetite and enjoy the bountiful food those sandy 
fields of Wisconsin produce.
